The directors also found themselves justified in declaring at Christmas last, out of the 
profits of the year, besides the usual dividend of 6 per cent. per annum, a bonus of }%s yer 
share ; and, nevertheless, they have had the pleasure of finding realised the expectations 
which they held out to the proprietors at the last meeting, to the effect that the reserve 
fund would at the end of 1857 exceed the amount at which It stood at the previous bg. 
lance, it having now reached 104,792/, 2s. 8d., notwithstanding that nearly 30,000/, was 
in May last appropriated towards augmenting the paid-up capital of the bank to 500,000), 
In future the directors propose to declare the dividends, and also such bonuses as the 
profits of the bank may permit, in the months of Feb. and Auy., instead of July and Jay, 
as at present. Under the present system, sufficient time is not allowed for auditing the 
accounts, made up half-yearly on June 30 and Dec, 31; these accounts forming the data 
according to which the distribution of the profits among the proprietors is made. 

The CuatrrMan said he had much pleasure in moving the adoption of this report, be. 
cause he hoped the shareholders would consider it gave evidenee of the exercise of much 
care and judgment on the part of those who had had the management of their {nterests 
during an anxious and very trying period. (Applause.) But the difficulties which they 
had had to contend with only increased the gratification which the directors felt at the 
satisfactory report of last year’s operations, the result being briefly this —that from the 
profits which they had realised from various sources the directors had been enabled |y 
the course of the year not only to pay the usual dividend of 6 per cent. per annum, with 
a bonus of 10s. per share, but to add a bonus of 21. 10s. per share to the capital of the 
bank, the total distribution among the proprietors being 90,000/., or 1744 per cent. on the 
paid-up capital of 500,000/, The proprietors, nevertheless, must look at the last year to 
a certain extent as an exceptional case, inasmuch as they had derived profits from the 
sale of bank shares and from the amalgamation which had been effected with the U\on- 
mel and Carrick-on-Suir local banks, making together a sum of 20,100/., which were 
purely extraordinary, and which could not occur again, and it might be a long time before 
money would again command such a high rate of interest as it had done during the greater 
part of last year. The directors proposed that the dividends should be payable in the 
months of February and August, and from the working of the bank from Christmas \ast 
to the present period they had every reason to hope they would be enabled to add [Ws 
per share bonus, as they had done at Christmas last. The account of profit and joss 
showed that, notwithstanding the reduction of rebate of interest of 12,300/. from the 
profits of last year, their profits amounted to 76,257/., and the reserved fund stoud at 
104,7921. Now, as respected the reserved fund, he thought it right that the proprietors 
should be parties to the views of the directors. (Hear). The question reso) ved it elf into 
this—What was the primary object of the reserve fund,and what should be its amount? 
On the first point he believed they were all ayreed, that in the event of an adverse year 
the reserve fund should be the source from which the dividend should be paid. As to 
what was the proper amount for the reserve fund there might be great diversity of opinion. 
For his own part, he should gay he would be glad to see it reach 150,000/., or even mur; 
but as it had already attained a large amount, and which was quite commensurate ac- 
cording to the business done with that of any of the leading joint-stock banks, it might 
not, perhaps, be necessary to add to it from year to year to the same extent, though it 
might be right to increase it by fractional parts, to be regulated by what the amount of 
the profits of the bank showed after payment of the dividend, and any bonus which 
the profits admitted. The proprietors, he was sure, would remark with gratification 
that after passing through a panic which in its extent was, perhaps, without parallel, the 
bank still possessed 514,074/, in bullion, and that the directors had 1,000,0000/. more in 
cash, Government securities or funds, or calls at short notices, at their disposal. The 
directors of this bank were so well prepared for any emergency, and so strong was their 
position, that while on the one hand they were paying out bullion, they were able to 
assist those who required assistance, (Hear). During the whole of the panic they had 
never refused to discount a bill which had upon it the appearance of respectability or of 
a good commercial character. He had had frequentiy, on occasions like these, the plea- 
sure to express his sincere satisfaction at the rapid progress which [reland had made in 
a social point of view, and in the acquisition of wealth; and it was on the present ocea- 
sion no smal] circumstance to be able to congratulate the proprietors that she should have 
passed unscathed through a commercial crisis which had in so many places caused such 
infinite ruin and distress. At present there seemed to be no single drawback on her 
prosperity. A peaceable disposition prevailed throughout the country ; a friendly feeling 
existed between landlords and tenants; and the railways which now intersected the 
country admitted of the interchange of goods, giving fheilities to the farmer for effecting 
sales and making his purchases, and a cheap mode of transit for himself, enabling him 
to bring with him on his return home a knowledge of new inventions, agricultural or 
otherwise. And with all this social and commercial prosperity in Jreland, who could 
doubt the increased success of the National Bank? (Hear.) In the death of Mr. Joseph 
Maicomson, freland had among its commercial men lost one of its greatest benefactors, 
and the National Bank had to lament the loss of a warm friend and, till recently, one of 
its directors. To supply his place the directors, in virtue of the powers vested in them, 
had clecied a gentleman who was so well known in Ireland as weil as in England, 9° 
celebrated for his successful management of the Peninsular and Oriental Steam Packet 
Company (cheers), that he was sure the selection of the board would meet with the 
hearty assent of the proprietors. He begged to move that the report be received, adopted, 
and circulated amongst the proprietors. (Hear.) 

Mr. James TITMARSH had great pleasure in seconding the motion. He believed that 
the best guarantee the bank could give to the public was having a good substautial re- 
serve fund. That was the security for the investments of the shareholders. He would 
rather see a good substantial reserve fund made than the payment of large dividends. 

After some conversation the report was received, adopted, and ordered to be circulated. 

The CHAIRMAN then proposed that the following directors be re-elected :— Sit Ralph 
Howard, Bart., Mr. Brodie M’Ghie Wilcox, M.P., Mr. J. C. Ruding, and Mr. B. H. 
Hartley.--Carried unanimously. 

Capt. Porter proposed a vote of thanks to the Chairman and directors in the most 
complimentary terms, 

Mr. Lawrence seconded the resolution, but said he was almost disposed to move an 
amendment to a mere ordinary cold vote of thanks. The proprietors could not bat feel 
that it was owing to the zeal, prudence, and attention of the directors that the great suc- 
cess of this bank was to be attributed during snch an eventful period. He would props? 
as a rider that the directors be requested to accept a present of 1000/., in addition to their 
remunergtion. He (Mr. Lawrence) concluded by moving a resolution to that effect. 

Capt. Porter had much pleasuring in withdrawing his own resolution, and seconding 
the one proposed by Mr. Lawrence.

The CHAIRMAN, on behalf of himseif and his colleagues, begged to return his sincere 
thanks. It was a matter which neither he nor any of his colleagues would have men- 
tioned, especially upon a public occasion, but it was now open to him to say this mue 
—when the bank was in a position widely different from that which it held now, the 
board voluntarily reduced their salary. (Hear,hear.) According to the Deed of Settle- 
ment, they were entitled to received 4800/. annually ; but up to this time they had never 
received that sum, the extreme amount they had ever received was 3600/., or 12,0001 
less than the deed allowed them. (Cheers.) But seeing that the bank was now in & 
high position, the directors thought it was only right and due to themselves that ~~ 
should henceforward take the whole sum allowed by the deed.

THE TIN TRADE. 

sir,—An opinion expressed in our last monthly “ Metal Circular” as 
tp the prospect of the tin trade having been prominently put forward in a 
jetter which appeared in your last weck’s Journal, under the signature of 
«Stanuum,” and our motives assailed as interested, we rely upon your well- 
known impartiality to allow us to say a few words in reply to your anony- 
mous correspondent, . = ; 

As brokers, it has always been our object in writing our Circular to lay 

fore our friends and connections at a distance a true and impartial state- 
ent of the tin market—providing them, as much as possible, with /acts, 
w as to enable them to form for themselves their own opinion on the sub- 
‘ot, Your correspondent, therefore, is grievously mistaken if he supposes 
x our “remarks have evidently been made for the purpose of influencing 
the market for a depression.” Nothing could be further from our inten- 
tion, for we are not, like himself, the one-sided advocates of a single class, 
but the representatives of both buyers and sellers, whose mutual interests 
we strive to serve. 

We may add, without going deeply into figures, that “ Stannum’s” de- 
duction from the statistics of the trade is fallaci in the extreme. We 
doubt if he even would venture to assert what his argument implies—that 
the consumption of tin at present is three times as great as it was at the 
corresponding period of last year. Nor would we enter into the province 
of prophecy with him as to the probable result of the next Dutch sale, but 
would put it to him, in the name of common sense, whether it is either 

litic or far-sighted, with an existing stock of tin of 1000 tons in Holland 
and 700 tons here, on the eve of a sale of such magnitude as 6176 tons, to 
drive up prices ? of which the result would be to put a restraint upon busi- 
ness and an extra profit into the pockets of the Dutch Trading Company. 

In conclusion, we would advise “ Stannum,” who has put himself for- 
ward as champion of the tin mining interest, to use his influence with his 
friends, if they should feel aggrieved at the present low prices of their ores, 
to comply more with the general rule of trade—to put their own value upon 
their commodity, and not to accept the buyers’ price, however low and un- 
remunerative it may be. It is not the “throwing of large quantities of 
metal into the market for what they will fetch”—which, indeed, may 
happen to any article in times of panic—but the indiscriminate sales of 
ores always at the bayers’ price, that renders the operators in mines less 
prosperous than reasonable calculations would justly lead them to expect.

Sm,—I have read Mr. Sanderson’s very interesting paper on Iron and 
Stecl, and I was rather surprised to find that he pronounces against the pos- 
sibility of manufacturing large masses of homogeneous steel by the joint 
operation of Mr, Bessemer’s patent process and that of mine, dated Sept. 22, 
1856. I sent him not long since a very respectable sample of cast-steel thus 
made, and I should have been ment Gener to have shown him personally 
that the production of cast-steel in this manner is simple and easy. Ata 
public lecture T think the public are entitled to receive the best obtainable 
information that a lecturer can impart to them, and I submit that, before 
Mr. Sanderson publicly expressed his conviction as to the impracticability 
of my process, he should have ascertained carefully whether he had proper 
grounds for arriving at such a conclusion. I should be ae | sorry if there 
existed any grounds for this most erroneous conclusion, for the Ebbw Vale 
Iron Company have acted upon my suggestions, spent a very large sum of 
money on this patent, from which they ought to reap an abundant return, 
and which they may do whenever they please, for the process is as simple, 
complete, and certain in its operation, as any iron process, such as puddling 
or refining. — Coleford, May 27. ——— Ropert Musuet. 





GOLD QUARTZ CRUSHING, 

Sir,—Your readers are well aware that I have written many letters on this 
subject since the commencement of the gold discoveries in Californiain 1848, 
with the view of not only guarding the public from being misled by the 
new appliances for extracting gold from quartz, but also to remind the in- 


ventors of what was actually doing in old and well established gold mines. 
Nine-tenths of those who attempted to invent better systems for extracting 
gold, and thpse who were sent out to manage the operations abroad, never 
saw gold mines before, much less the mode adopted to extract gold with 
economy from auriferous rocks. Hence the cause of the great disappoint- 
ments and heavy losses that have occurred, Every rock or vein that hap- 
pened to produce a little gold was denominated a gold mine; and every 
new machine, and more especially the most expensive and intricate, was 
considered as the most advisable to employ. Nor was this extraordinary 
mode of proceeding confined to foreign speculations, but actually com- 
menced also in England. Not only the few spots which were known to 
produce occasional specimens of gold became magnified into gold mines of 
great value, but machines were invented which actually produced gold amal- 
gam from brick-bats and ground flints! and it was seriously considered 
whether some of the old copper and lead mines had not better be converted 
into gold mines, their gossans being so immensely rich in gold! The poor 
auriferous quartz from California and Australia was to be brought to the 
banks of the Thames to extract its gold; and, finally, the poor auriferous 
pyrites and slate of Virginia was brought to the banks of the Mersey to 
give up its valuable contents to the operators at Frodsham. What has be- 
come of the gold? What has been the end of all these speculations, which 
were so full of promises when first commenced ! 

Professors, assayers, engineers, miners, appeared to rival each other in 
their reports on the great merits and richness of the gold mines, and the 
new machines; and even now many are persuaded that the difficulty is 
“the extraction of the gold from the quartz; and if this could be etfected 
their sanguine anticipations would be fully realised.” 

[ stated in the last Journal, that one of the foreign gold establishments, 
of which I am the consulting engineer, gave the following results last 
March :—1280 tons of quartz, of the average value of 5 dwts. of fine gold 
per ton, stamped and dressed on the established system, produced about 
3} dwts. of fine gold per ton. The total cost $2709; produce in value, 
$4403; profit, $1584. This has been about the average monthly result 
for many months; and if a large supply of even this very low average value 
can be secured, at a cheap rate, profitable results will continue. Here we 
have upwards of 50 tons per diem reduced by means of six water stamping 
mills, which have only cost 20007. each, or 12,0001. for the whole. 

The reason why wold quartz mines have never been found profitable after 
the friable and rich outcrop has been worked away, has not been from the 
want of a cheap and efficient system to reduce the quartz and extract the 
gold. No, far from it, as proved by the above results. It is because that 
it is very expensive to drive and sink in a quartz vein, and it rapidly be- 
comes poor below, and extremely irregular in its auriferous contents. The 
Marmato and the Morro Velho Gold Mines are large pyrites lodes, and not 
quartz, hence they are easily wrought and can be depended upon. Some 
of the Marmato lodes have been wrought to the extent of about 300 fms.

Ihave just this moment received two letters 
from some of the managers of the quartz works in Australia, with the fol- 
lowing observation :—‘* Will you be pleased to communicate to me your 
experience in the extracting of gold from quartz, that I may profit by it in 
my business of quartz crushing.” ‘* Our present system is dry stamping, 
final crushing, and amalgamating in Chilian mills.” ** This is now being 
abandoned as too costly; and your Marmato system, stamps and blankets, 
is beingintroduced by the Port Phillip Company, which causes great saving, 
and gives great satisfaction.” In another letter it is stated :— 


* We have now beside us upwards of 10,000 tous of quartz tailings, the average pro- 
duct of which have already yielded nearly neariy 10 ozs. per ton; what is left is esti- 
mated from 3 to 7 ozs. per tou. What I wish from you is your opinion of the best me- 
thod to extract the gold from the tailings or quartz. From what I can learn, the system 
adopted at Marmato is much approved of; I would, therefore, be obliged by your sending 
me instructions, so that we may adopt it.— Bendiyo, Feb. 25.” 
It is estimated that the stamps and their appurtenances, according to the 
Marmato system, will only cost about 25,000/. to reduce about 50 tons per 
diem in Victoria. Therefore there are some hopes now of seeing the ope- 
rations at the diggings economically and systematically carried on, and, it 
is to be trusted, with much profit to many; more especially if large quan- 
tities of water can be ~— to the works.

MINING COLLEGES, AND DISTRICT SCHOOLS. 
Sim,—Whatever the professed friends of miners may assert to the con- 
trary, it must be regarded as a fact that English miners are not only ge- 
nerally illiterate, but dreadfully deficient in the very knowledge which would 


be of such immense importance to them in their ordinary occupation. The 
establishment of Mining Schools is undoubtedly a movement in the right 
direction, and one which should be encouraged in every possible way ; it 
would give capitalists more confidence in mining adventure, would render the miners’ 
occupation far less dangerous, and would cause mining to be of even greater importance 
to the country than it is at present. The Truro School has fulled to realise the hopes of 
its p ters, and complaints are made that a school in London can only prove of utility 
to wealthy students; but the proposition to estal.ish a MINING COLLEGE at Newcastle- 
on-Tyne, and district schools in connection therewith, is considered far more likely to 
succeed than either of the other propositions. It las been stated that Mr. N. Wood, the 
Chairman of the Mining Association of Great Britain, is in communication with the 
Warden of Durham University, and that the authorities of that institution are favour- 
able tothe project. The aim of the association is a practical one—to instruct and qualify 
by actual observation those who are hereafter to be employed in coal mining operations. 
The importance of such an institution is universally admitted, the only question being 
whether the supporters will be sufficiently numerous to enable the promoters lo carry 
out their scheme successfully. At the Society of Arts, on the occasion of reading Mr. 
Phillips’s paper on Mining, Professor Tennant remarked that in 1804 an attempt was 
made to establish a School of Mining, and a large sum was subscribed, under the auspices 
of Sir John St. Aubyn, in order to establish a School of Mines at the Royal Institution, 
Albermarle-street. <A sufficient sum was not, however, forthcoming, and the subscrip- 
tions, which he believed amounted to about 4000/., were returned. With every other 
well-wisher to the mining interest, he hoped to see the system carried out on an ex- 
tended scale, which would result in the miners being better educated, and th fore su- 
perior workmen. Mr. Sopwith, referring to the Record Office and School of Mines, in 
Jermyn-street, said that he felt the more interest in the success of that establishment, 
inasmuch as it was at his office in Newcastle-on-Tyne, 20 years ago, that a committee 
first met for the purpose of urging upon the Government the great importance of records 
of mining being kept. At the Jermyn-street School of Mines, instruction in the various 
branches of science connected with mining could be readily obtained. Prof. Tennant 
looked upon elementary education of the miner as a question of national importance, and 
if the mine owners were alive to their own interests they would certainly forward Mining 
Schools in every way in their power. 
The coalowners in the North of England have now the opportunity of benefiting both 
themselves and their workmen, and it remains to be seen whether they will do so. The 
fact of Messrs. Wood, Sopwith, Dunn, Charlesworth, and others equally energetic, being 
connected with the scheme is sufficient to justify the anticipation of a successful issue, 
provided they be furnished with the necessary means, without which it is extremely 
difficult to carry out any undertaking.—#ristol, May 26. F. 


FREE SHARES AND PROFITS—VENDORS AND DIRECTORS. 
Srr,—Capitalists, speculators, and the public, are ever ready to raise their 
voice against the issue of free shares, yet, in most instances, such an ar- 
rangement might be made that an absolute benefit would be conferred on 


all parties. Were intending investors well to consider the question, they 
would discover that the free share system, when properly applied, is an ex- 
cellent one, and that its general introduction on the principle here propounded 
would reduce the loss upon working valueless mines to the minimum, and when the ope- 
rations are crowned with success all would be satisfied. If the proprietors of mineral 
property have any confidence in its value, they could have no objection to receive the 
whole amount agreed upon for its purchase in fully paid-up shares, provided the com- 
pany were so constituted that they would not incur any personal liability; and as, what- 
ever capital they might have, they could not expect results in less than twelve months, 
they should be required to agree that the shares to which they became so entitled should 
remain in the hands of the company until the whole of the capital was subscribed, or for 
twelve months from the date of incorporation, whichever might first occur. The refusal 
of a mineral proprietor to agree to these terms might be fairly taken as a proof that the 
property he wishes to sell is of little value, or, at least, that he has no knowledge that 
it is valuable ; as, however, the owners of minerals are not always the richest men, they 
might be paid in cash not more than 5 percent. of the purchase money upon three-fourths 
of the shares being allotted. The introduction of this principle would certainly offer ad- 
vantages in dealing with vendors such as the anti-free-share men would not anticipate. 
In dealing with directors an improved system might also be introduced ; it isin general 
use on the Continent, and has always worked well; it gives directors every encourage- 
ment to economise, and is most equitable towards the shareholders. The directors are 
paid a smal! remuneration until the works are in full operation, and afterwards no salary 
whatever; but in lieu thereof have a percentage out of profits, and frequently realise far 
larger annual incomes than those paid on the English system. Each year the nett profit 
is ascertained, and from this 5 per cent. is deducted for the formation of a reserve fund, 
and the remainder distributed in the proportion of one-tenth to the directors and nine- 
tenths to the shareholders, any odd money not easily divisible being carried forward. In 
England directors have not sufficient confidence in themselves to accept office on these 
terms; and shareholders are so ready to place new persons in office that it is probable 
that those who had used every effort to bring the concern into a successful position would 
be removed as soon as they began to make profits. This must be provided against by 
making the qualification for directors large, which will answer the double purpose of pre- 
venting frequent change, and securing the services of respectable men for the office.

EAST WHEAL RUSSELL. 
Sir,—As my inspections and reports are generally made either for the guidance of ca- 
pitalists, or to advise on the system of explorations to be adopted, they are seldom pub- 
lished ; nevertheless, I should not myself object to their being published and criticised 


on their contents, since 1834. No one need be ashamed of an error of judgment in giving 
an opinion on such a difficult subject as an unexplored mineral ground, Even the most 
experienced person must occasionally err, I see my name is brought forward by your 
correspondents, in connection with the East Wheal! Russell discussion. ‘To avoid incor- 
rect impressions, I am permitted to make the following extracts from the report alluded 
to, which I shall feel obliged by your inserting :— 
“East WHEAL RvusseLt.—This sett is 400 fms. long, and is a part of the Wheal Rus- 
sell, forming the eastern boundary on the Morwellham hill, as shown in the accompanying 
sketches. It doubtless contains the copper-bearing killas, or clay-slate, of the Tavistock 
district, which is minutely described in my geological paper, to which I beg reference. 
What is called the lode, on which the workings have been commenced, consists of several 
branches of elvan, slate, clay, &c., making altogether a width of about 30 ft., and is more 
or less tinged throughout with the peroxide of iron; the parts strongly oxidated is called 
the gossan.” “It may be called a ferruginous gossan, but it does not present to me the 
characteristics of a true copper gossan, much less indicating large bunches of copper un- 
derneath. J wads not able to detect even a trace of copper in it, and the elvan has more 
of the appearance and texture of a friable sandstone than the ordinary metalliferous por- 
phyry. Indeed, I believe that what is called a lode is the elvan of Morwellham, 
In making these remarks, it is not from any desire to depreciate the intrinsic value 
of the sett ; it is done rather with the view of endeavouring to arrive at the truth from

Although the various engineering works on which I am now engaged 
prevent me from attending much to mining matters, yet 1 think it but right that I should 
furnish your correspondent with the above particulars. 

There is much to be said on the qualifications reyaired to enable a person to form acor- 
rect judgment on the prospects of any #iven mineral ground; indeed, if we are to judge 
from results, such qualifications are exceedingly rare. Many maintain that it will not 
do to reason on matters connected with mining speculations in the same way as we do 
in ordinary engineering work, as the truth would prevent scores of mines from being 
worked, Ke this as it may,I know of several mines which have been almost ruined and 
closed through ignorance and highly coloured reports, &e., which have subsequently been 
saved and brought toa profitable state by proper management and faithful representations, 
plans and sections of workings, estimates of the unknown as well as the discovered ground, 
carefully done, so as to ensure permanent favourable results; therefore, 1 maintain that 
judginent and truth is as much required—indeed, more so—in mining as in any other en- 
terprise.— London, May 24.

EAST WHEAL RUSSELL. 
Sir,—In the absence of my father, I send you a line for “J. 8. D.” to digest. I con- 
sidered we should have heard no more of him; it is unfortunate that such parties do 
not know when they are beaten. Enough has been said on East Wheal Russell both 


pro and con; therefore, I again repeat what I have before recommended, Let the mine 
(the best of all proofs) be the test; but in this respect “J. 8. D.” and “ Investigator” 
have the advantage, and no inconsiderable one—viz., supposing the mine should prove 
rich, it would be immediately said—Now, what does Ennor say ? and then “J. 8. D.” and 
“ Investigator” would not be so modest and retiring as they now pretend to be, but would 
pompously come forward, giving their names, saying—I wrote the letters on these mines ; 
now who is right? But if the mine should prove a failure, which is most probable, it 
can only be said “J. 5. D.” and “ Investigator” were wrong; but, being invisible, they 
have nothing to lose, consequently anonymous personal writers are “ bugbears” i one 
sense of the word, and pitiable objects for their unmaniliness. 

Permit me to make a practical remark on mines generally, after what “J. 8. D.” says 
on East Wheal Russell, that “ it is not a favourable indication to find much copper ore 
in shallow levels.” Now, this is a tremendous blunder, and if I did not happen to be 
well acquainted with “ J. D. 5.’s” ignorance of practical mining, I should be inclined to 
term it dapsus lingue No, 2. 

Now, the Devon Great Consols, and all other rich mines in Devon and Cornwall, have 
proved best in the shallow levels; indeed, there is not a precedent of any piece of mineral 
ground having been poor shallow that afterwards became a rich and lasting mine. In 
fact, take the price made of the ore from Devon Great Consols when taken from the shal- 
low levels, and compare it with what they are now getting for the ore taken from the 
deep parts of the mine; this will be an overwhelming overthrow to “J. 8. D.” and his 
opinions. Your readers must be well aware that they have been already so often recom- 
mended to sink deeper for good mines, which has invariably ended in disappointment, 
that they will certainly forget to act on“ J. 8. D.’s” advice, Being a person who likes to 
accommodate himself to circumstances, he is always ready to turn whatever alterations 
there may be in the lode, gossan ground, &c., to the best advantage, whether right or 
wrong, to ensure transient success; but he will find that the pedestal he has raised is 
very rotten, and will fall with a crash. Blow the trumpet whilst you can, as the time 
is not far distant when you will be like an old pair of bellows—would if you could. 

“J. 8. D.” has done me the honour of calling me a deluded youth. If such is the case 
it is excusable in minors, but for those who have arrived at an age of discretion, although 
a pigmy, it is unpardonable for them to delude both the public and themselves in their 
reports and “ Reviews.” “J. 8. D.” thinks no one would join my father in prosecuting 
a piece of mineral ground containing copper, tin, or lead. Now, they have done so for a 
series of years, nor can “J. 8. D.” be unacquainted with my father’s very recent success 
in raising a capital of 10,0007. for working the United Ashburton Mines in the midst of 
the monetary crisis, He assumes to have forgotten this; probably he has also forgotten 
his many failures in his attempts to bring out mines. It is not a difficult matter in the 
hands of persons who have been proved, but a most difficult piece of business in the hands 
of parties who have so often promised, and have failed to fulfil. 

As an instance of the confidence reposed in my father, I send you a copy of one of the 
many letters received by him on mining matters :— 

“ Broad-street-buildings, May 10, 1858,.—I shall be glad to know when you are likely 
to come to town, as I have some mining matters in Cornwall that I wish to consult you 
upon. I returned from America about six weeks since, and although I believe we have 
never yet met, I feel confident yours is a legitimate mode of raising capital and for working 
mines ; I hope it will be universally adopted, and, if so, it will be the means of saving 
thousands of capitalists from being ruined. Your answer will much oblige. 3 
By the foregoing, it will be seen that in the Ennors the public have confidence, but on

EAST WHEAL RUSSELL, AND ITS REPORTERS. 
Sir,—I think it would have been but justice to Captain Metherell had “ Investigator” 
inserted some of the first reports on East Wheal Russell, as well as those he sent to you. 
For my own part I pay little regard to the generality of such mine reports, as it is well 
known that parties can be found at all times ready to write the most glowing reports, hold- 
ing out rich prospects on the most worthless properties, for a few shares, or other consi- 
deration : it is done daily. Indeed, the practice of writing reports for the express purpose 
of giving undue value to mining properties, and for the sole object of selling shares at high 
premiums, is now so well understood that none but the most inexperienced novices are 
caught. Hence the cause of the complaints amongst the speculators and bal sellers that 
mining is so dull, Some reporters are paid in shares, which shares are often placed in 
the hands of London agents to be disposed of the moment their embellished reports catch 
the eyes of the intended victims. Yet the poor deluded shareholders are told at the meet- 
ings that the reporters were themselves shareholders, which was a guarantee of the value 
of their property. Auctioneers and brokers are commission agents—that is, privileged 
men—and may now and then sell gilded trinkets for the price of solid gold, for the benefit 
of their clients; but the surveyors’ duties are very different ; they ure to represent the 
truth, and nothing but the truth, to the best of their judgment. 
Having made these observations, I shall turn to page 581 of your Journal, vol. XX., 
December, 1850 :— 
“ East WHEAL RUSSELL.—The first general meeting of adventurers in this mine was 
held at Tavistock, on Wednesday, Dec. 4, 1850 (Mr. J. H. Murchison in the chair). The 
opinions expressed by those present, who had inspected the lode, were of the most confi- 
dent character. Capt. James Richards, of the Devon Great Consols, stated that it was all 
but certain that a great course of ore would soon be met with, and that it was equal to 
anything he had ever seen at those celebrated mines! Mr. Hitchins expressed himself 
fully confident of the result at uo great depth: he added that he would give a short repcrt 
in the circular to be sent to the adventurers. A very favourable report was read from 
Capt. James Carpenter; and several gentlemen stated the high opinions they had heard 
expressed by many miners who had seen the lode, and the meeting separated much pleased 
at the brilliant prospects.” 
The general report, representing East Wheal Russell equal to the Great Wheal Maria, 
issued to the adventurers, may be seen in page 591, vol. XX. The shares immediately 
rose from 2s,6d. to7/.,and much business was transacted by the promoters and their friends. 
On Dec, 12, six days after the meeting, Capt. R. Dunstan, of West Caradon Mine, wrote 
the following report :— 

* Having heard such conflicting reports of this concern, and having to pass that way on 
the 2d inst., I was induced to call at the mine, to see it myself; and, having done so, I 
beg most cheerfully to assure you that I feel perfectly satisfied, and, indeed, pleasantly 
disappointed with the prospect there presented to my view ; but as my visit to the mine 
was by mere accident, of course my survey was confined to the lode in the shaft, the bottom 
of which, at that time, was about 7 fms. below surface. I found the lode to be very large, 
composed of a beautiful gossan, quartz, and soft prian, } g ext linary ap! 
ances, and prospects of the most inviting character; and whatever the sequel may be, the 
surface indications are such as are seldom surpassed.” 

Capt. J. Richards, of Devon Great Consols, gave the following report, dated Nov. 23 :— 

“On my way to the quays I called in to see East Wheal Russell, and, although there 
has not been much done since my former visit on the lode, I beg once more to hand you 
a few lines on this magnificent looking concern. The lode from the south wall, and so 
far as cut into in the cross-cut driving north of the shaft, now in course of sinking, is at 
least 35 feet wide, composed for the most part of gossan of the finest description, carrying, 
however, in places, a beautiful light capel and prian, and is evidently impregnated with 
copper, I examined the country, which [ found to be precisely similar to that of the 
Devon Great Consols, I have always observed on oftr finding on the back of the Wheal 
Maria lode what is to be seen in East Wheal Russell to be sure indications of a course of 
ore at no great depth.” 

The shares were selling at 7/. and 8/., and the reports created great excitement in the 
market. Two or three gentlemen nesgociated to the amount of about 15,0007; worth of 
shares, at 67. and 7/. each share, but took the precaution to get the mine inspected by an 

dependent and comp: party before finally closing the bargain. The result of their 
enquiries was that the indications did not warrant the extravagant reports that were 
made. That neither the lode nor the so-called “ beautiful gossan” indicated bunches of 
copper ore near, and that the sett was but small, and an ordinary speculation, and un- 
worthy ofa premium. This led to a repudiation of the contract ; but, as it was all done 
in private, it did not much affect the market. 

Report, Jan. 17, 1851, from the mine: “ The lode produces the same quality gossan, 
prian, peach, quartz, and capels, and every indication of large quantities of copper ore 
below. When we get under the gossan we shall have an immense quantity of ore.” 

Again, Jan, 22: “ The lodeis still looking splendid, with gossan and quartz of the finest 
description, indicating the large quantities of copper ore we shall have before we get at any 
great depth.” This became a stereotype remark in nearly all the subsequent reports. 
See the Mining Journal. In spite of these encouraging reports from the mine, the ttaffic 
in the shares was flagging, and it became necessary to obtain the aid of a fresh reporter, 
to keep up the price to dispose of the remaining shares at high premiums. 

On March 20, Mr. Arthur Dean wrote a report extolling the value of the mine in very 
brilliant colours. (See Mining Journal, March, 1851, page 136.) He concludes his report 
in the following terms :—* I have the pleasure of stating that I have never seen a new 
mine of more splendid promise that East Wheal Russell ; and exclusive of the magnifi- 
| cent lode now in course of development, tlere are others of sufficient importance to con- 
stitute it a very valuable property.” Scores of practical miners followed in the same 
strain, representing the prospects in the most unqualified terms: their name is legion. 
Why did they do so? Was it an error of judgment? If so, how are we to draw a line 
between an error of judgment and a wilful misrepresentation ? 

What has been the resuit of all these brilliant promises ?—an outlay of upwards of 
20,0007. ; a shaft sunk down to the 100 fiaxtliom level without discovering but a few small

nst Mr. Henry Hooper, for calls ; and, fifthly, another suit against Dr. Jeffery Lang 
his calls. Surely such management puts one ir mind of the Ishmaelites of old—their 
nd against every man’s, and every man’s hand against theirs.

THE “ MINERS’ FRIENDLY SOCIETY.” 
OPEN-AIR MEETING OF COLLIERS NEAR BARNSLEY. 

A large open-air meeting of the Barnsley district colliers was held on 
Hoyland Common on Tuesday. Although the day was unfavourable, there 
were upwards of 1000 persons present, from Rawmarsh, Silkstone, Elsecar, 
Worsborough, Dodworth, &c. 


Mr. Isaac SutciirFe opened the business of the meeting by stating that 
he was a miner of 49 years’ experience, and had been employed in collieries in every part 
of Yorkshire and the North. The present movement was one in which every miner 
ought to feel deeply interested ; it was of vital importance to the mining community. 
The men did not wish to act as masters, but they wished to have a fair day’s wages for 
a fair day’s work ; and he was sure that eight hours was quite long enough for a man 
to be confined amid noxious gases in the bowels of the earth. That time was ample, and 
even then the collier was often so tired when he reached home, that he could scarcely 
keep awake while he ate his dinner, and that meal was no sooner finished than he was 
stretched fast asleep across the hearth. He hoped the men would remain united, and if 
they only did so they would be able to accomplish great things, and bequeath a legacy 
to the rising generation of which they might be justly proud, and for which they would 
be blessed. The formation of the Miners’ Friendly Society wae a great work, and if suc- 
cessfully conducted, would be the means of redressing their greivances in a lawful and 
equitable manner. They had great reason so far to be thankful for their success, they 
had only acted on the defensive, but they had already formed a powerful society ; they 
had successfully resisted the proposed reduction of 15 per cent. ; and they had now some- 
thing in the funds to meet the enemy with. He did not think twelve monthe ago that 
the men would have united as they had done, but he was proud to see it, and he would 
recommen them to get as little coal as ihey consistently could, and stick to the eight 
hours a day, and then they would soon be able to get as much for the eight hours’ work 
as they had previously got for twelve or thirteen; that was the object they eventually 
hoped to achieve. Miners deserved to be well paid, and he hoped ere long to see them 
occupy their proper place in society. 

Mr. Tuomas Freta, of Worsbrough Dale, said he hoped the large body of persons he 
saw before him had not assembled merely for excitement, or to ridicule individuals, but 
as reasoning and thinking beings, to calmly consider and deliberate upon their affairs. 
They did not wish to exalt themselves above their position, but it must be remembered 
that they were servants and not slaves, and he for one expected masters to have their own 
places. If an individual, or a nation, saw danger it behoved them to make preparation 
on the defensive; the miners had seen danger, had seen their position was likely to be 
imperilied by the movements of the masters for the 15 per cent. reduction ; had united 
and made those preparations, and such had been their success that they had completely 
vanquished the enemy. They must proceed about their work calmly and reasonably ; 
they must have law and equity on their side, and then they would have the countenance 
of all reasonable men. It was something like fourteen years since a movement of this 
kind had been attempted, and those before him now were nearly all strangers, and how 
mauy of the old faces had been removed from time into eternity by those fearful explo- 
sions which so frequently occurred. Let the miner show more respect to his fellow-man 

let him become more intelligent, and as aclass he would soon be elevated in the social 
scale. He, as an individual, had the greatest love for his master—no one had more so-— 
but twelve hours a day was too long to work at such a dangerous and unhealthy occu- 
pation, and it was, therefore, the principle fur which he contended, and he thought-no 
master, if his workmen advocated a principle conscientiously, should take advantage 
them. He recommended his hearers to be civil and respectful, and conduct themselves 
in a proper manncr, and nothing would have a greater tendency to promote their union. 
Already they had saved from 15007. to 18001. per week, for that amount would have been 
taken from them by the 15 per cent. reduction, which would, undoubtedly have been en- 
forced but tor the union which had been effected. In conclusion, the speaker said there 
were wanted more practical men connected with the management of collieries, men who 
had spent their lives in the occupation, and he hoped the time was not far distant when 
they would have them. 














Mr. AaRoN KENWwortRY (BridwelJ), in alluding to life assurance, said the life of the 
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collier was considered to be one of such risk, that assurance societies refused to accept it 
except at double the rate of premium to ordinary lives, and that was some criterion as 
tothe danger of the work in which they were engaged. The speaker was of opinion that 
gor theocctipation of colliers to be made a trade, and for persons to be compelled to serve 
an appretuticeship to it, would be a means of bringing about improvement, and elevating 
miners as a Class. As it was, youths in other occupations were not apprenticed until 
they were fourteen years of age, but pitboys were set to work atten. Was it to be won- 
dered at that miners were so ignorant? He saw no reason that they should not be edu- 
cated, and have a knowledge of geography, geology, and astronomy, and the other scieuces, 
as well as other persons, and this might be accomplished if they were sent to schoo! and 
their intellectual faculties developed. It was said that a person might become a miner 
ina few weeks, but what kind of a miner he would ask? Such a one, perhaps,as might 
be the means of causing an explosion and sending a large number of persons into eternity 
ata moment’s warning. The practice of employing inexperienced persons in collieries 
was one that could not be too generally denounced. It was by legislative interference 
that they would be able to maintain their rights; and such was the sympathy evinced 
towards colliers that he felt. assured that any movement in that direction, if there were 
oly confidence and unanimity among the men themselvés, would be attended with success. 

After an address from Samven Urrenpen, a deputation from the Wakefield district ad- 
dressed the meeting. One of the y, whose name we did not ascertain, appealed to the 
meeting, on behalf of the Wakefield district, for assistance from Barnsley. At the latter 
place the 15 per cent, had been successfully resisted, but at Wakefield it had been car- 
ried into effect in its entierty. Every effort was made with the masters in the Wake- 
field district to effect a compromise, but without avail, and there had been two collieries 
on strike sinee April 2. At these two collieries 400 persons were employed, and to sup- 
port these individuals a weekly call was made, which realised 130/. per week, and they 
had now 46/. 13s, 11d. inhand. In order that the men might be further strengthened, he 
was requested to solicit aid trom the Barnsley district, by which they would then be 
able to resist more strenuously the redaction and get back the old rates. With the as- 
sistance of the miners of the Barnsley district, a speedy victory on the part of the miners 
of Wakefield was certain. 

A resolution having been passed, to the effect that the colliers on the Wakefield dis- 
trict should receive assistance from Barnsley, the meeting broke up in the most peace- 
able and orderly manner. — Manchester Guardian.

The improvement in the copper standard, and in the price of tin, is causing 
more business to be transacted in Cornwall. Several mines which were about being 
abandoned are resumed, and rumour is rife of others being commenced. More than the 
usual quantity of mining gentlemen have been into Cornwall lately, but not near so many 
parties travelling for pleasure as had been expected. 


The refusal to allow the East Wuear Fatmovre to be inspected at the 
request of two shareholders, and the subscquent order being granted by the Vice- Warden, 
has been the subjcct of severe animadversion in mining circles in Cornwall. Whatever 
may have been the motives of the parties who promoted such an order, or who directed 
the captain to give a refusal to so reasonable a request, they may depend on it that they 
have done the interests of the mine considerable injury, causing suspicion to be engen- 
dered if no cause exists. It has also plainly shown that shareholders have a power, 
through the Vice-Warden, of counteracting any undue tampering with the principles of 
the cost-hook—of itself a piece of most valuable information. Many committees, and 
even general meetings of mines, overlook, or are unacquainted with this, whén passing 
resolugjons, some of which are truly ridiculous, and would never be proposed did they 
know the consequences. As good frequently arises out of evil, it is to be hoped the affair 
of East Wheal Falmouth may be productive of general benefit. 


Great Hewas Unirep Mines sold last week 18 tons 4 ewts. 2 qrs. 6 lbs. 
of tin, realising 1212/. 11s. 1d., which gives a profit of about 100/. for the month. The 
mines are still opening out well, and though the 46 fm. level has been driven a long dis- 
tance through a productive lode, it is still good in the end. The stopes and ends are pro- 
ducing large quantities of tinstuff, and the returns will soon materially increase. 


BoTALLACck is poor, and the new shaft just commenced sinking will re- 
quire a heavy outlay for a long time to come. 

Pencorse Mines.—The recent improvements in these mines are giving 
spirit to the adventurers. A new wheel and dressing apparatus will shortly be fixed, 
when the blende will be much more cheaply dressed, and the lead ore with which it is 
associated will be secured, instead of being sent off with the jack. If the apparatus be 
as successful as it is found in other places, the returns of lead will be doubled. The mine 
now ships at the rate of about 500 tons per annum, and is, therefure, one of the largest zinc- 
producing mines we have. The quality is superior; the price varies from 4/. 5s. per ton 
for the large undressed ore, to 3/. for the small, which contains more waste than the 
large. As soon as the new machinery goes to work this will be remedied ; the smal! will 
then fetch just as much as the large does now. The slimes may then be washed from 
their impurities; a pile of them are now on the surface from the old process, which is 
calculated to yield 20 tons. 


Oxtv Toreus.—The lode in the 32 west is increasing in size, and pro- 
ducing fine stones of ore. Some stones of ore from the new lode discovered south have 
been received at the office in London, and which are of the most promising character, 


Iron Mininc in Devon anp CornwaLi.—There seems to have been 
a kind of mania for this species of property, which is now somewhat abated. For this 
several reasons seem to combine. First, the demand for manufactured iron has consider- 
ably declined ; next, the competition has been great; to effect sales at all it has been 
done at a shade of profit, ifat any; then, freights have advanced considerably, as well as 
carriage to the port in many instances, To work iron ore effectually it is necessary to 
have cheap carriage and freight. When old established mines, like Boconnoc, Restormel, 
aud others, have rails from the place of working to the quays, and the ores so very rich 
in produce, iron ore may be wrought at considerable advantage ; but when steam-power 
and horse hire have to be paid for we doubt if it can be wrought so as to be remunerative. 
Some mines are so situated as almost to defy competition in this respect, having nothing 
to do but tram the ore from the level to the ship’s hold. The average price of the Devon 
and Cornish ores is not more than 14s. ; when freight, carriage, dues, and mine cost are 
calculated, it must be apparent little can be ieft. 


At Carrack Dews, there has been a serious breakage of machinery : 
the workings for a time were interfered with, but are now resumed. The mine is look- 
ing much as usual. 


Wueat Emma (Buckfastleigh).—The new pumping machinery com- 
menced working at this mine on Saturday last, and was one of the most successful starts 
ever witnessed, A line of rods of 450 fathoms, in connection with a 46-ft. water-wheel, 
pumping with a 13-in, working barrel and 13-in. plunger from a depth of 46 fms., was 
set to work by the aid of a wire, at a distance of more than half a mile from the wheel, 
with such ease, and so quietly, that persons who had their backs to the rods were uncon- 
scious of their being in motion. The work throughout reflects great credit on all con- 
cerned, and especially on Capt. Goldsworthy, who superintended all the shaft work, and 
Mr. M. Knight all the work at surface. It is worthy of remark that the old pumping 
machinery only ceased working three hours before the new commenced, thus preventing 
the possibility of any damage to the levels from the water; and with the exception of 
the bottom end men, no loss of employment took place to either a tutwork or a tribute 
man during all these alterations of the pitwork—from 9 in. to 15 in. pumps throughout 
the mine. The men engaged upon this new work were regaled in the evening with roast 
beef and strong beer, in accordance with a promise made, if completed within the speci- 
fied time. Harmony, with general satisfaction, prevailed. 


Svow Brook (PLintimMon) Sritver-Leap Mintnc Company.—The 
applications for shares in this company being closed on Saturday, pursuant to the adver- 
tisement, the directors met on Monday, and proceeded with the allotinent. Operations 
will now be prosecuted with the utmost vigour; the prospects of the company seem 
flourishing, and the directors look confidently forward to a dividend at an early period. 


Dartmoor Wueat Greorcye.—We hear this sett has been granted by 
the Duchy of Cornwall at 1-18th dues, and put to work, with every prospect of success. 
The property is traversed by several large well-known lodes, and it is evident the old 
men must have removed large quantities of tin, having worked upon the backs of two of 
them for half a mile in length. The present company are driving a level on the course 
of the lode at a deeper point, to get under the old workings, and have a most promising 
lode, 3 ft. wide, and discovered some stones of tin, from 3 to 4 ewts. each. It is the pre- 
vailing opinion of all the mine agents who have visited the mine that, worked efti- 
ciently, it cannot be considered a speculation, but a matter of certainty. 


Wueat TremayNe AND West Wueat Provipence.— About four 
o'clock a.m., of the 22d inst., the main-rod of the boundary engine broke just under the 
caps ; fortunately the horns of the main beam were caught in the spring beams, which, 
although much crushed, prevented the piston from injuring the cylinder, and we hope to 
work again ina week. The day before this happened our engineer, John Thomas, was 
so very seriously crushed by the balance-bob that we have little hopes of his surviving. 

At West Crinnis AND Recent Unirep Mines, the draining is pro- 
aressing satisfactorily. The 60 fm. level is now dry. There have been 100 tons of ore 
sampled this week. Good ore is beipg opened out in various parts of the mines, and the 
returns will considerably increase. 


Fiorence Mine.—The result of the sampling of 7} tons of silver-lead 
ore, alluded to in our notice of last week, has been reccived in town. It is as follows :— 
4 tons contained 109 ozs. of fine silver per ton, and 344 tons contained no less than 415 ozs. 
perton. The nett produce of this sale realised 480/,, which satisfactorily proves the ex- 
traordinary value of the ore; and as the proportion of silver contained in galena produced 
trom the same lode generally holds throughout, it may be fairly inferred that this is a 
true average, as regardsjthe lode in question, of the richness of the ore for that metal. It 
should also be borne in mind that samples of sulphuret of silver have been found in the 
rubbish from the bottom of the mine, or 10 fathom level, now under water, producing 
4532 ozs. of fine silver, as per analysis made by Messrs. Johnson and Matthey ; and al- 
though it is not to be expected that any quantity of this will be raised, the importance 
of the fact as indicating the richness of the lode in depth cannot be overlooked. It now, 
therefore, only remains to be seen what quantity of ore can be raised from the back and 
end of the adit, and the 10 fm. level, as soon as the water is forked. As the adit is only 
10 fms. from surface, and the level only 10 more, with ample water-power, it is obvious 
that the working cost will be but comparatively small. 


Wurat Cuartorre.—The prospects here are very good. They have 
driven through a course of ore for 25 fms., worth 30/. per fm. ; set at 40s. tribute. All 
the points of operation are prosecuted with vigour. The ends of the levels are improving 
daily, and altogether never presented such an appearance as at present. The present 
sampling, I suppose, will be 150 or 160 tons of ore, worth 77. 10s. per ton; and the next, 
it is believed, will be much more. 


Lapy Bertua.—The lode in the 30, east of the cross-course, is worth

Buiter AND Basset Unitep.—Mr. Charles (the secretary) has received 
a box of ore from the 50 fm. level, which is precisely similar in character to the great 
mines adjoining at the same depth.

Notwithstanding the East Wueat Rose has for some time discontinued 
working, a stranger would suppose it in great activity, nearly as many persons being em- 
ployed at surface as in Its best days. They are dressings the burrows and halvans, which 
will’ last some years working. It may appear strange to many, but it is nevertheless 
true, the mine is actually doing better now than when the engines were working. The 
very expensive establishment it was necessary to keep rendered all their endeavours un- 
remunerative. The operations are now conducted at comparatively little cost, and the 
returns are satistactory. This result arises, in some measure, from improved machinery, 
and partly from the waste always engendered by profusion. In its prosperity the lead 
ore Was procured in enormous quanties ; none but the best work heeded. Premiums were 
given to the agents, provided they returned certain specific amounts. In their desire to 
obtain these sums, the ores not involving much labour were first dressed, and the poorer 
ores were unheeded. This, on all well-regulated mines, should be prevented, especially 
after so great an example: it is found at the Devon Great Consols, and other extensive 
mines, that poor ores and halvans, ff carefully and economically returned, swell the 
amounts of sales, and materially improve the dividends. Little or no expensive staff of 
principal officers or agents are needed ; but where effective machinery is erected most of 
the manipulations devolve upon old miners, boys, and girls, whose wages, in the aggre- 
gate, are but trifling. This subject is worthy the attention of many mine proprietors 
whose ores are but of low produce ; good modern, cheaply-worked machinery will render 
them remunerative, and far more useful than throwing them over the pile for halvaners ; 
it is doing the work twice. It may be relied on, as an axiom, that effective dressing ma- 
chinery is one of the cheapest and best auxiliaries to poor mines ; itis to them what railways 
are to populous districts; the more adopted, the more convincing and more extensively 
followed. Many mines that have fur years been throwing away their low produce tin, 
copper, lead, and blende ores have fuund afterwards that these appliances have been ef- 
fective of real good. ¥ 

An agent, Mr. Geach, and a practical pitman, named Rowe, left South- 
ampton for the Island of Simvur, in the East Indies, to search for malachite, which valu- 
able substance is said to abound there. They have gone well provided with every neces- 
sary for testing and proving any minerals that they may discover: their engagement is

Tue Mrixinc Market.—Mr. J. Crorts sends the following remarks:— 
“ The reports of the state of trade from the manufacturing districts generally agree in 
representing a slight but steady improvement ; and notwithstanding orders are limited, 
they appear to spring from a legitimate demand.” The preceding is a brief extract from 
the daily press, but of an important character, as pointing to a dawn of that improve- 
ment in commerce which, in the ordinary course of things, and under the influence of # 
variety of favourable circumstances, cannot be much longer delayed. We have, how- 
ever, still to note a dull market for mining shares, and no advance, as 4 consequence, in 
prices. An exception must be made in favour of certain dividend stocks, such as Pro- 
vidence, Vale of Towy, Par Consols, Wheal Trelawny, Mary Ann, and others; and in 
progressive mines, in North Wheal Robert, Catherine and Jane Consols, Wheal Margery, 
and Wheal Arthur, all which have been in considerable request ; but, on the whole, we 
shall be dving justice to our own opinions of the market to counsel purchases rather than 
sales, at this moment. There never, probably, has occurred a more eligible opportunity 
for the employment of dormant capital; the only error the investor can by possibility 
commit is in delaying operations too long. 

Tbe report of Vale of Towy gives again an excellent result in the raising of ore, which 
amounts throughout the mine to 8 tons 3cwts. tothe fathom. Theshares continue very 
moderate in price, partaking of the general dulness of the market. In reference to Cathe- 
rine and Jane Consols, notwithstanding the pernicious and disreputable practice of of- 
fering non-existent shares for sale, a perceptible business has sprung up in them, for 
which there are good and important reasons to be communicated, the writer hopes, in 
his next letter. The public are reminded that this mine, formerly constituted in 12,000. 
shares, has been reduced by the cancelment of 3726 shares not taken up after purchase 
by two or more parties, to 8276 shares, as it now stands in the Journal ; also, that a call 
of 2s. 6d. per share was made on March 31 last,and that the par of the shares is 12s. 6d., 
against a present market value of 7s. 6d. to 8s. 6d. per share. The mine nearly paying 
its costs from lead alone, out ofdebt, future calls being problematical, and no risks of any 
kind, this is evidently a share to purchase; there being also 10 tons more lead ore ready 
fur sale on June 3, valued at 150/. Most satisfactory news has been received of the pro- 
duce of the samples of silver-lead ore from Wheal Florence, situated to the westward of 
the former Lydford Consols, near Lydford, Devon, which have proved richer than esti- 
mated. The quantity is about 74% tons, divided into two nearly equal parcels; No. 1 
contains 415 ozs. of silver, and No. 2, 109 ozs.,to the ton of ore. The value of this small 
lot is ascertained to be nearly 500/. No such rich silver-lead has yet, as is stated, been 
discovered in the United Kingdom ; and, as a collateral and curious tact, it is found to 
contain rubies, but of no commercial value. By former workers of the ground these 
precious deposits were thrown aside as valueless! Ina former letter it was stated, as 
communicated to the writer by an influential shareholder, that the ore lately sold from 
Calstock Consols would produce about 9/. per ton. On May 20, 123 tons were sold, at 
Truro, of which 27 tons brought 12/. 12s. per ton, and 96 tons 4/. 15s. 6d,: average per 
ton (798/. 12s. in money) 6/. 10s., against 67. 14s. 1d. for that of the first quarter of 1858. 

Improvements have taken place in East Wheal Russell and Lady Bertha, and both 
have advanced, and appear to be advancing, in value. Great Wheal Alfred also sends 
an improved report : 240 tons of ore were sampled on the 26th, said to be “ of better qua- 
lity than the last parcel.” A statement in our last letter, respecting Chollacot Consols, 
is demurred to, as not being strictly in accordance with fact. We shall take due notice 
of a counter statement ; and the writer begs to say, to his mining friends in particular, 
that he will always adhere in these letters to the motto—Audi alterem partem. 

We are led, from a desire to assist in placing mining before the public upon its merits 
alone, into a consideration of the losses on mining shares, with a view to contrasting then 
with the losses in other concerns into which the public are apt to embark from their pre- 
sumed security from risks and certainties of fair dividends. As the matter at present 
stands it is the fate of mining to be made to bear a considerable degree of odium, and par- 
ticularly when there arises a more than usual instance of mismanagement and loss ; and 
to such an extent is the notion of extra risk in mining carried, that a very large portion 
of the speculative public still avoid these investments either as delusive or dangerous ; 
and others, in the attempt to avoid Scylla, are drawn willingly into Charybdis (im- 
placata Carybdis). Nothing need be said of the millions sterling scattered and gone iit 
foreign mines, since we purpose to deal only with British ones, nor of some prominent 
home undertakings, such, for instance, as the Crystal Palace, whose shares stand to-day 
at a loss of 850,0007. The national vharacter which this undertaking has assumed saves 
it, however, from criticism, even in its mildest form, and the loss, if felt, is not com- 
plained of. The public are well aware of the fate of a certain Steam Navigation Com- 
pany, in 25,000 shares of 20/. per share paid up, representing a capital of half a million. 
Although this company was conducted by names the most wealthy and experienced (be 
it understood that we attach no individual blame anywhere, and more emphatically so 
since the winding-up of the concern is in the most talented and honourable hayds), and 
with the most legitimate prospects of success, the result has been the loss of nearly the 
entire capital! Yet, where is heard, beyond the atmosphere of the meetings at which 
such result is discussed, either facts or arguments aguinst embarking money in steam or 
other joint-stock companies ? The very magnitude of the sum sacrificed appears to give 
impunity to alleged mismanagement ; and the affair, when the remainder of the assets 
are realised, will be quickly forgotten, even without “ pointing a moral.” But, if we 
distribute this 400,000/. or 500,000/. of loss over five years, at the rate of 100,000/. per 
annum, it might probably approximate to the actual loss in five years by unsuccessful 
and unlegitimate mining, and that, as the writer conceives, is about the most that can 
be made against it. Be it remembered, however, that purely British mines (lead, tin, and 
copper only are meant) paid in dividends in the first quarter of this year 99,0007., or 
nearly at the rate of 400,0007. per annum, to which must be added the profits on success- 
ful “ progressive” mines—sometimes very large—of which not even ax approximate ac- 
count can be be taken. But for the fear of being suspected of a bias, the writer would 
set this forth as an extraordinary sum, varying with, not the undertakings themselves 
which yield it, but with commercial, money, or political crisises, for which, it need not 
be said, the business is no way responsible. 

Thus, on the whole, it is apparent that the result of dealings in dividend mines, judi- 
ciously selected as investments, which do and will pay (as has often been repeated) an 
aggregate of 15 to 20 per cent. per annum without the shadow of liability or risk, pal- 
pably proves the fallacy of the generai noticn that mines belong to the most dangerous 
class of investments. The real risk is in buyers being misled by interested parties into 
crude concerns at high premiums, of which the writer has lately given, and will be glad 
of the opportunities of still giving, many striking instances. The credulity ofthe public 
themselves in entering into speculations without due enquiry into their merits must also 
be taken into consideration. 


From Mr. W. Le.ean :—Since my remarks on April 17, the prices of 
tin and copper have gradually advanced, and in all probability will continue to do so for 
the next two or three months; but the demand for dividend shares has been very limited, 
which can be accounted for only by the great losses sustained through the fall, in the au- 
tumn of last year. Capitalists prefer to wait a few weeks for the market to settle, rather 
than risk the violent fluctuations that have taken place. I think that time has now come, 
and that capital may be employed to advantage, as the standard for tin and copper is 4 
remunerative one, and shares can be bought that are paying from 12 to 20 per cent.—say, 
on the average, 15. This, at the present value of money, is better than any other invest- 
ment. On April 17 I advised holders to wait, as I thought we had seen the worst, and, 
notwithstanding the low price at that time, I consider shares cheaper, at the present ad- 
vanced price of metal, than they were then. The mines named by me, on that occasion, 
would scarcely pay the cost of working; now the present standard will give handsome 
dividends. For these reasons I would advise immediate purchase; delay will certainly 
be regretted. The shares most worthy of attention are Devon Consols, South Caradon, 
Par Consols, Providence, Margaret, Mary Ann, Wheal Buller, Wh. Basset, South Frances, 
West Seaton, Vale of Towy, Tincrott, Dolcoath, Botallack, Levant, St. Ives Consols, and 
Wheal Trelawny. Those of « progressive character are first, Margery, Tolvadden, Wheal 
Charlotte, North Crofty (where a valua>le discovery has recently been made, worth 50/. 
per fm.), Carnyorth, Lady Bertha, Ding Dong, North Levant, Great Alfred, Wheal Wrey, 
West Fowey, South Garras, North Basset, and Pedn-an-drea. Whilst for speculation I 
consider the following have more than ordinary chances of succes :—East Russell, West. 
Grenville, South Lady Bertha, Camborne Vean, Catherine and Jane, North Pool, Buller and 
Bertha, East Providence, East Trefusis, Lelant Consols, Buller and Basset United, South 
Cuddra, Pendeen, Kedmoor, and Yarner. Margery is substantially improving, and will 
soon pay dividends. Carnyorth, at the present price of tin, will resume dividends. Wheal 
Charlotte is looking very well indeed ; the last sale was 130 tons, which realised 9417. ; 
the next sale will be about 150 tons, of the same quality ore, and [ am informed that the 
sale after this will be 200 tons, or about 1500/7. ; some of the pitches are set at 2s. in 1/.; 
the price of shares is about 7/. each, or (say) 7000/7. for the entire mine, which appears 
to me the cheapest in the market, and consequently deserves special attention. At the 
Lady Bertha, the doubt is removed respecting the ore on the eastern side of the cross- 
course in the 30, the captain having reported that “The lode has materially improved, 
and underlying east with the cross-course; it is now down in the end about 2 feet, 
and worth 14 ton of ore per fathom.

Still 
the shares are almost giving away ; they are nominally about 20s.,or 1000/7. for the entire 
mine. Why seek foreign investments, when such chances as the above are to be obtained ? 
Let captains, brokers, and dealers throw aside their bickerings, and depend upon it there 
are plenty of capitalists ready to embark in bona fide undertakings. 


From Mr. R. Trepinnick :—At West Crinnis and Regent, the water isin 
fork to the 60; some very fine specimens have been exhibited at the offices of rich copper 
ore, standing in the backs and ends of the several levels—the returns, at present 60 tons 
per month, are likely rapidly to increase. At Bullerand Basset United the lode in shaft 
is 4 ft. wide, composed of a good mixture of copper, quartz, prian, and gossan, down 
6 fms. under the 50.

The 
eastern end has undergone a change; « small flookan came in and squeezed the lode; 
this change is usual, and frequently occurred at the 10,or level above. The lode, how- 
ever, is opening out{again ; fine stones of ore are being taken from it, and I have no doubt 
it will soon resuine its size and value. There appears more lode standing to the west, 
and as soon as the ends are driven on out of the way we must cross-cut further west, and 
without retarding the present operations. In sinking the shaft a few feet deeper it will 
take the lode, when the shaft must be sunk on its course ; this will prove the lode as we 
go down, and obviate the necessity of driving a cross-cut to it at the successive levels. 
Although at the 10, all the way driving it, it was more than ordinarily promising, the 
difference at the 20 is so great, that I stood amazed to behold the grand and glittering 
object, and was unprepared to find such improvement in the lode and country too. The 
water has decreased at the 10, but it is not yet dry. The 10 east has improved every 
fathom since we have passed the great cross-course, and the end is now worth full 2 tons 
per fin. The lode is very compact, and the end is about 25 fms. from shaft, and has been 
more or less orey all the way, but the prospects are increasingly good. You must forgive 
me if I am a little too sanguine, but the mine is indeed a wonder. 
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Tue Minera, Weartu or New Zearanp.—The subjoined informa- 
tion with reference to the position of Mining in Tasmania is extracted from Mr. Puseley's 
History of New Zealand for Emigrants,* a new edition of which hax just been issued : 
“Gold, copper, and other minerals have at present been found in New Zealand only in smalt 
quantities, and in particular localities. The search has hitherto only been partial, and 
may account for the absence of more general and important information on a subject 
which we have reason to believe will determine the future commercial position of the 
colony. Mineral treasures have not yet been secured here in large quantities-——each dis- 
covery, for reasons hereafter assigned, having been postponed or abandoned almost as soon 
asmade. In thelike manner gold was previously found, and the discovery for a time 
neglected, in another region in the South Pacific. The fruitful working of the Californian 
mines, however, changed Australian apathy into action. In one of her Majesty’s (then) 
comparatively unknown dependencies, a small but spirited band of adventurers was induced 
to prosecute within the bowels of the earth a search for the material portions of that which 
had only been found in small quantities near the surface. The success of the enterprise 
soon became generally known, But the extraordinary commercial results to which the 
knowledge of the first and subsequent successes have given birth are already matters of 
history. The heads may be given in a few words. In the brief space of six years about 
400,000 human beings, chiefly from Great Britain, have been attracted to the colony of 
Victoria, in Australia. The magnet of attraction has been, as all the world knows—gold. 
The effects of this, the greatest social event of modern times, have been truly wonderful. 
At the antipodes of England cities and towns have sprung up where none previously ex - 
isted ; and these cities and towns have been peopled by European (chiefly British) sub- 
jects. In exchange for each ton weight of gold received by the mother country, the 
colonial offspring has annually taken hundreds of tons of merchandise. In this manner, 
and in the space of time previously named, six years, England has received of the precious 
metal nearly 50,000,000/. sterling, in or for acorresponding return of merchandise.” 

“In New Zealand gold and other minerals have occasionally been and stil] are found; 
but the want of labour has hitherto prevented anything like a systematic, or, indeed, 
more than a temporary prosecution of such discoveries. Until the supply of labour be 
sufficient to determine the probable value of her mineral resources, the simple question 
whether the colony will or will not become a great gold-producing country must ne- 
cessarily remain a matter for speculation. Presuming, however, the extravagant pro- 
phecies or gloomy forebodings of strangers to be somewhat more speculative than an opi- 
nion founded on the personal experignce of those who have just returned from the colony, 
we may venture afew words, rather from our knowledge of the past und present than 
from vain predictions, either with regard to golden harvests or blighted hopes of the future. 
Founded on occular demonstration in the country, and confirmed by advices just received, 
our humble opinion prompts us to declare that gold and other minerals are to he found not. 
only in one but in many parts of New Zealand—although the province of Nelson is the 
only one in which professional mining operations have at present commenced. The cop- 
per on the Dun Mountain, within nine miles of Nelson, is declared to be of the very best 
description, and promises a remunerative return for the investment of the fortunate in- 
dividuals to whom the property belongs, as also to any future body of shareholders who 
may turn such valuable property to the best account. However great may be the tem- 
porary successes or failures of a few individuals, or of a few hundreds, who dig to the ex - 
tent of two or three feet and then abandon the search for other employment, we shall still 
indulge the belief that the mineral riches of New Zealand will ultimately prove of im- 
measurable value. Until the country has been scientifically and systematically explored, 
and the value of the mineral discoveries properly tested, there will continue to be, as there 
now exists, a variety of conflicting opinions on the subject. Until the test has been 
applied, which can alone dispel speculation, our own opinion will remain unchanged. 
But when, orin what manner, will the problem be solved ? The manner of applying the 
test is well known; but the only power by which the application can be made is want- 
ing. What is that power ? Not capital: yet at the same time the great and only capi- 
tal required for the undertaking—labour. At present, the entire population of the colony 
will not number more than about one-half the inhabitants located in a single gold field 
in Victoria, while the labouring portion is not a tithe of what is required for agricultural 
or domestic purposes. Male servants, who can readily obtain 10s. or 12s. a day for a 
few hours’ easy employment, find a more agreeable way of getting gold than by digging 
for it; and the settlers themselves, who at present make plenty of money by sending 
their vegetable productions to other golden regions, appear somewhat indifferent about 
obtaining a market and a return for their produce nearerhome. With a little retiection, 
this indifference would surely disappear; for, as the time is passed when some of the 
New Zealand provinces required assistance from others, the time will soon come when 
Australia will yield, in abundance, vegetable food for her population—be the increase of 
that population what it may. Socially, the presence of a large number of gold diggers, 
with their attendant vices, may not add to the respectability of the (now) respectable in- 
habitants of New Zealand ; but rich gold fields, with the appliances necessary to their im- 
mediate development, would (commercially) make the colony in a tew years what, with 
or without other than her agricultural and, pastoral gold fields, she will ultimately be— 
* the Great Britain of the southern hemisphere.’ But either in the rapid or gradual pro- 
gress to that end a large or moderate supply of labour is needed. Without the applica- 
tion of an extensive supply of labour, mineral treasures will remain concealed, even though 
their hiding places be discovered; and without a moderate supply of labour, the more 
homely fruits of agriculture will be neglected, or will, at least, fail to extend and mul- 
tiply. Whether, therefore, the mineral treasures of New Zealand be great or little—con- 
fined to particular localities, or extending to all—labour is still wanted, and is, indeed, 
the great and almost only want of the colony. Beyond this fact there remains but one 
question—how is that labour to be supplied? We direct attention to the want, but can- 
not ourselves furnish it. The English press, however—capable of great things, because 
worthy of.great things—by calling public attention tothe subject, may accomplish on an 
extended scale what we can only perform on a limited one. By the aid of the press the 
golden region of Victoria was first peopled; and by the same aid the still more golden re- 
gion, because more favoured climate, of New Zealand may be populated. It requiressome 
such power todirect the tide of emigration towards this comparatively unknown but in- 
comparable colony. But any human power that may turn the tide in this direction will, 
if we mistake not, subsequently find itself powerless in stopping it. Labour is the only 
capital required by New Zealand. Assist her to this, and the boon will not remain un- 
requited, although your assistance will no longer be needed.”

Coats anp tHe Coat Trape.—A return relating to the coal trade and 
its progress during 1857 has just been issued, from which it appears that 
there was exported from the United Kingdom to foreign countries and 
British settlements abroad of coals, 6,483,416 tons, valued at 3,019,2287.; 
of coke and cinders, 250,678 tons, worth 190,3282.; of culm, 3624 tons, 
1105/.; and of patent fuel, 84,032 tons, valued at 53,437/.—making a total 
of 6,821,750 tons, the declared value of which was 3,264,0982. The quan- 
tity shipped coastwise was—Coal, 9,300,598 tons; cinders and coke, 35,226 
tons; culm, 197,852 tons; and patent fuel, 36,717 tons = 9,570,373 tons, 
against 9,196,411 tons shipped in 1856, showing an increase of nearly 
500,000 tons. The quantity of coals and patent fuel imported into London 
during the year coastwise, and by inland navigation and land carriage, was 
4,395,464 tons, against 4,417,578 tons, showing a decrease of 22,114 tons. 

Messrs. W. and H. Laird, of Liverpool, state that in the month of April 
the exports of coal to colonial and foreign ports, from the northern ports ot 
Great Britain, were 395,067 tons; from the Yorkshire ports, 23,323; Liver- 
pool, 55,474; Severn ports, 113,540; Scotch ports, 37,371; making a total 
of 624,775 tons, and showing an increase of 83,784 tons over the month 
of April, 1857. The total exports from January to April, 1858, inclusive, 
were 1,703,844 tons, being an increase of 20,079 tons over the same months 
of 1857. The exports of coal from Liverpool coastwise, during April, 1858, 
were 11,196 tons; and the imports from the South Wales and coastwise 
mining districts into Liverpool for the same month of 1858 were 8024 tons. 

Tue Lonpon Coat Tax—( From a ( vrrespondent ).—The mortgage, 
to the payment of which the Cor oration of London apply the duty of 8d. per ton levied 
upon coal, will be paid off in the course of next vear, so that the Corporation have no 
grounds for attempting to continue that portion ot the coal tax after December, 1859. At 
the recent meeting of manufacturers it was proposed to petition for the removal of the 
entire 13d., but very frequently when to much is attempted nothing is done, and it, there- 
fore, becomes a question whether it is not better to confine all efforts to the 8d. tax. If 
the coal trade generally petition fur the repeal of that tax they will obtain what they ask 
for, which they certainly would not do it they attempted the repeal of the whole 13d. 
The tax falls heavily upon manr facturers, and it is, therefore, not surprising that they 
should take extreme measures, but they should consider that the repeal of the 8d. duty 
would be a great boon, and that the Corporation could not with any justice oppose that 
repeal, seeing that the purpose to which it is eppiied can be no longer urged in favour of 
its continuance. Let all who are interested in having cheap coal petition for the repeal 
of Ure 8d. tax, and leave the remaiming 5d. for future consideration. 








Raitway Trarric.—The Traffic Returns of Railways in the United 
Kingdom for the week ending May 22 amounted to 459,020/., and for the corresponding 
week of 1857 to 450,280/., showing an increase of 8740/. The gross receipts of the eight 
railways having their termini in the metropolis amounted for the week ending as above 
to 196,853/., and for corresponding week of 1857 to 183,1607., showing an increase of 13,6937. 

The increase on the Eastern Counties Kailway amounted to 3144/.; on the Great 
Northern to LL1/.; on the Great Western to 3605/.; on the London and Blackwall to 
55/.; on the London, Brighton, and South Coast to 7748/.; on the London and South- 
Western to 2288/.; and on the South-Eastern tv 658/.—total, 17,6097. But from this 
must be deducted 3916/., the decrease on the London and North-Western: leaving the 
Increase, us above, 15,693/. 

The receipts on the other lines in the United Kingdom amounted to 262,167/., and for 
the corresponding week of last vear to 267,120/., showing a decrease of 495: » re- 
ceipts of those lines, which, deducted from the increase on the metropolitan lines, leaves 
the total increase 8740/., as compared with the corresponding week of 1857.

In addition 
to these, the following were found defective from the causes below stated :—From corro- 
sion of plates, 11; fracture of plates, 2; inefficient state of safety valves, 5; inefficient 
State of wuter-gauges, 4: total, 22. 


Hien Ersecar Cotuiery.—Amongst the many improvements intro- 
duced into the arrangements and working of collieries in this country, none, we helicve, 
Will bear comparison with those effected at the collieries belonging to the Earl Fitz- 
William, and under the management of Mr. Hartop, his lordship’s agent. For years 
changes have been effectet with a view to improve the condition of the miner, socially 
@5 well as physically, but the climax of all is the introduction of gas into the pit, and 
burning naked gas-lights in the bord-gates and stables. There is no doubt that in a 
short time, after a trial in the principal parts of the pit has been fairly made, the next 
step will be to introduce yas in every partof the workings, and where it is absolutely ne- 
eessary to place it in the Davy lamps, thereby giving greater light and proving advan- 
tageous inmany ways. That such is practicable is beyond question, and the efforts being 
made here to ameliorate the condition of the miner speak volumes in favour of the hu- 
Manity of the noble earl, as well as of his agent, and goes to prove than no manual labour 
is so severe or dangerous, but that such danzer may be averted, and that there are 
Many employers who endeavour todo their duty to those they employ.—Shefield Times. 


Gun-Cortons For Biastinc.—aA correspondent of the Times, under 
date Vienna, May 22, says:—‘ Some interesting particulars relative to the blasting of 
the bastions have been communicated to me. The bohr-/écher (holes which are bored 
6 ft. deep) receive a very trifing charge of powder or gun-cotton, as the bastions are in 
some places but half-a-dozen paces from the houses. It is generally said that gun-cotton 
produces three times the effect of gunpowder; but military engineers have informed me 
that the effect which the explosion of a certain quantity of gun-cotton will produce can 
never be exactly furetold. If the cotten is very strongly compressed when the electric 
spark is applied to it the effect which it produces is very great, but if it is at all loose it 
is much less eftyacious than gunpowder. Ifa few pounds of powder explode in a room 
the devastation must necessarily be creat, but if the same weight of zun-cotton is strewn 
loosely on the floor, and then ignited, a sudden putf takes place, but the things in the 
room are uninjured. The Austrian Government has expended a great deal of time and 
much moncy in trying experiments, but it is begiuning to discover that powder is pre- 
ferable to cotton.” 


ALLoys ror JournaL Boxres.—The following is the substance of a 
patent granted to Thomas Forth, of Cincinnati, Ohfo :—Take 7% lbs. of pure copper and 
melt it in a crucible, then gradually add, in small pieces, 9244 lbs. of zine, which,when 
all melted and the two metals thoroughly mixed, the alloy is to be run into moulds 
for journal boxes. The claim for this composition is the alloy in the exact proportions 
stated, which is asserted to make a superior and cheap composition for journal boxes. 
The alloy is simply a brass with the zine greatly preponderating, and % |b. added or 
taken from the proportions given, of course, obviates the patent. Having recently had a 
number of enquiries regarding the composition of “ Babbitt metal,” and presuming they 
come from new subscribers, we feel called upon to publish the recipe, although we have 
given it in a former volume :—Take 24 lbs. of copper and melt it first in a crucible, then 
add gradually 24 parts of pure tin and 8 of antimony. Great care must be exercised in 
adding the tin to the copper. This compositi6n is rendered softer by the use of a greater 
quantity of tin. Many persons suppose that the above metallic alloy is the subject of a 
patent by Mr. Babbitt; it never was patented. The patent was for lining iron journal 
boxes with sett metal.—Scientifie American.

We have tasted some 
of the wines, as imported by Mr. Denman, of Fenchurch-street, and find thenr extremely 
good; to such persons as can be satisfied with purity of flavour we can recommend them. 
They are cheap as well as good, and being within the reach of most persons we expect 
that they will be in universal request. There ure three descriptions, Port, Sherry, and 
Amontillado, each of which has its particular inerits, and all are superior to wines that 
do duty for Continental pert and sherry, at double their prices. We have here the flavour 
of the grape undestroved by chemical admixture Englishmen will find also a plea- 
sure in patronising the produce of their colony, and stimulating the already successtul 
exeriions of their countrymen, who may eventually render us independent of foreign 
nations with rezard to wine.

The anticipations as to the demand 
likely to arise in the United States have so far met with general disappoint- 
ment, and from that quarter, for some time at least, but few orders may be 
expected; whilst from the Continent the demand is limited to merely im- 
mediate requirements. The reaction, however, when it does take place, 
will be rapid, for stocks everywhere can but be small and irregular. A 
fair business has been done in Scotch pig-iron, and prices have been fairly 
supported until yesterday, when they gave way a littly, closing to-day at a 
reduction of 6d. to 9d. per ton on the quotations of last week. The ship- 
ments are 11,262 tons, against 11,078 tons for the corresponding week of 
last year. Copper firmly maintains its strong position, and higher prices 
are more than probable; already orders have been refused, unless allowed 
to be entered at an advance on quoted rates. Tin is also firm, but, if any- 
thing, easier in demand during the last day or two. For tin-plates the en- 
quiry has somewhat slackened, and lower prices accepted. Lead is without 
material change.

SAMPLERS’ FEES, avD GREAT SHEBA Mive,— Your remarks in the Journal, respecting these 

eS, are perfectly correct; and Iam much surprised that the Great Sheba Company 
should have put themselves forward at the Tavistock County Court to resist a claim 
established by custoin for nearly acentury. After the arduous task of sampling ia com- 
pleted, the captains and the samplers, in good fellowship, sit down to a dinner; and at 
the Ticketing the pursers, captains, samplers, buyers, and friends also sit down to an- 
other diuner. It is from these dinners that the samplers’ fees are created. A trifling 
affair divided among the various mines that sample ores. Capt. Spargo, the agent of 
the Great Sheba M stated in Court that the adventurers retused to refund it to him. 
Tam an adventurer, and I never recollect the matter being discussed at any general 
meeting of sharelioiders ; nor do I see any resolution in the printed accounts on this 
important subject. There is a clergyman of the Church of England, possessing nearly 
half the mine, and he, taking a prominent part in its management, every one knows, 
would not, without consulting the rest of the adventurers, be so parsimonious as toat- 
tempt to abrogate a custom so long established, attached, as he is, to all ancient civil 
and ecclesiastical law and rights. The case being virtually decided in the Tavistock 
County Court by custom, the fees must be paid, and it is well if Capt. Spargo joins in 
the cordiality so long existing hetween the samplers and the miners ; if not, I would 
recommend the company to send their ores to Swansea, and not trouble the samplers 
any more. I see it is the only means by which a fuir price can be obtained for the Great 
Sheba ores.—A SHAREHOLDER: May 26. 

ADELAIDE LaND AND GoLD ComPany.—We have received several additional letters on 
the affairs of this company, but we think further detailed allusion to the matter hardly 
requisite. The shareholders complain that they have no intimation of the contents or 
arrival of despatches from Australia; while the solicitors, fur the liquidators, state that 
they consider publicity objectionable—the concern being in course of winding-up, and 
their information only useful to those immediately concerned. The dissentient share- 
holders can now only convene a meeting, to consider the best course to pursue in en- 
forcing their views. Secrecy always engenders suspicion, but the alleged interested and 
jobbing motives we can hardly believe correct. 

MINING rx NortH AMeRtca.—In answer to your correspondent “ Ignoramus” I beg to 
state that the majority of the North American mines he allude to are defunct : none 
of them ever paid a dividend or are they likely todo so. Englishmen would do much 
better if they were to invest their capital in their own home mines, instead of enrich- 
ing foreigners, or a set of speculators, who merely get up companies for the purpose of 
trafficking in shares.—G. H

MINING SHaREs—LiaBiLiTY ror Catis.—“ B. B.” (Beeralston) asks our opinion upon 
the following questions :—A transfer of mining shares was handed to him as security 
for a debt; the party who assigned them, being a director of the company (limited), 
stated that they were not liable to further calis. The shares were never acknowledged 
as being held by “ B. B.,” and the articles of association were not signed by him. Calls 
have now been made, which the company threaten to enforce. “ B. B.” wishes to kuow 
whether he is liable to be sued for the calls under the circumstances of the case ? 

(* B. B.” is not Hable to be sued for calls on the shares referred to unless he is a share- 
holder, in respect of such shares. To be such a shar hojder his name must be law- 
fully entered in the company’s register of shareholders iu respect of such shares ;*there- 
fore, if he is registered in respect of them, he is liable to be sued for the calls, but he 
is not so liable to be sued if his name is not on the register of shareholders in respect 

ch shares. The law will not take notice of any trust or equity between “ B. B.” 
and the director, but will decide that the person liable to pay the calls is the person 

S 5 lawfully on the register of shareholders. Thus tar the question ha 

been considered as between the company and “ B. B. ;” but as between “ B. B.” and the 
director, it is clear that the director is liable to pay damages in an action at the suit of 
“ B. B.” for the false representation as to the shares not being liable to calls. The di- 
rector is also bound to indemnify “ B. B.” against all calls, which indemnity “ Bb. B.” 
can enforce from the director; also an action will lie at the suit of “ B. B.” against the 
director for the original debt, in respect of which the shares were deposited. The case 
seems burdened with fraud, and also one which would be remedied by the institution 
of legal proceedings, the successful issue of which would be certain, if the facts stated 
by * B. B.” can be proved by him.) 

WESTERN AFRICAN MaLacurre Company.—I carefully read the letter of “ Westphalian,” 
and your answer to it, but [ think the managers themselves should reply. It is all 
very well to say that information can be obtained at the offices, but that is not what 
the public require. It is rumoured that vendor's shares are not the only class of shares 
which could be purchased, and that many consider it desirable to let the company ob- 
tain possession of the property to be worked before they invest their money init. The 
capital is by no means small, aud considering the fute of too many of the foreign com- 
panies introduced to the English public, no well-intentioned projector should fear pub- 
licity, but rather court it.

Copro.ires.—Some time since one of your Cornish correspondents was making enquiries 
about coprolites, as to what they are, what they are used for, &c.; but his queries were 
not, that [ saw, answered, and as it is reported that beds of them are found in France, 
and that nothing is being done with them, many feel an interest in the enquiries. If 
it be true that they contain as much as 60 per cent. of phosphate of lime, there can be 
no doubt as to their value as a manure; but to bring them into use it must be shown 
that they can be easily pulverised. Much could be done by capitalists and others in 
this direction.—M., B.—[Prot. N essrr,of the Agricultural College, Kennington, writing 
to the West Briton, in reply toa similar enquiry, says:—* The word ‘ coprolite’ means 
literally ‘ stone-dung ;’ that the substances known commercially as “ coprolites” are 
the phosphatic remains of previously existing races of animals, and that their discovery 
in abundance in this country has been in our day one of the most important triumphs 
of geology. To the farmers of England their value is almost incalculable. They con- 
tain from 50 to 65 per cent, of bone earth, while ordinary bones average generally from 
45 to 48. They will! furnish us with phosphates when guano and foreign bones are ex- 
hausted, and, either alone or in conjunction, they are easily made into a most valuable 
superphosphate of lime. None but those who are completely ignorant of the nature of 
‘coprolites,’ and the mode of preparing them, can decry their use.”)}

impression has been done by Mr. Delarue. It has caused much discussion, inasmuch 
as it throws new light on the character of the moon,and fully confirms the views of 
Mr. Hopkins in his work on Geology and Terrestrial Magnetism, as set torth in the 
frontispiece of the illustrated intruduction, on which this polarity of structure is deli- 
neated. Itis to be hoped Mr. Delarue will favour the public with impressions from 
this beautiful plate. [t is truly most interesting and instructive, and well worthy of 
inspection. Our satellite looks like a large melon—her pole and meridian lines towards 
the opposite pole (which is invisible to us, 4s the moon's axis inclines like that of our 
planet), are very distinct.

On Saturday, May 15, the concluding papers were—by M. Rrrrinote, 
“On Direct Working Steam Engines for Pamping, as well as on the best 
form of Blast Engines for Lron-Works;”” by M. Wisner, * On the Present 
State of Metallic Mining in Austria.”” From this it appears, among other 
statistics, that 112,000 working men are employed in metalliferous mines, 
including those of iron; and that there are 355 clubs, or friendly societies, 
in action, possessing a subscribed capital of 330,000/. 

At the conclusion of the proceedings, the Ministers, Baron voy Bruck 
and VON SCHEUCHENSTUEL, expressed their gratification at the results of the 
meeting, and their hope that such réunions would be often repeated, as 
they would introduce an advantageous enterchange of ideas, and keep up 
a feeling of friendship amongst those in charge of works. The memlyrs 
by such meetings would be led to strive to raise the intelligence an well- 
being of the workmen, who contributed so much to the general prosperity of 
their country. After a long discussion, it was unanimously agreed that 
the meetings should recur at regular intervals, to be held in Vienna, ant 
that it should be left to the committee to decide whether it should tak 
place every two or three years. 

We have thus briefly narrated the principal objects which occupied tly 
attention of the members assembled at the Mining Congress of Vienna, the 
utility of which we shall further allude to; conceiving that if such gather- 
ings as these were to take place in some of the mineral districts of England, 
they would be conducive to the benefit of one and all. 








We have frequently remarked upon the great injury done to legitimate 
enterprise generally, and to mining in particular, by the nefarious practices

The “unfortunate ” patentee (MacPHERsoN), on first arriving on the 
Continent, informed his bankers that “ he had got very comfortable lodg- 
mgs at Brussels,” and a month after drew upon them for 40/., which com- 
pleted his purchase of the Belgian, Dutch, Austrian, Bavarian, and Saxon 
patents, with all patents of addition, so that he was then sole proprietor 0! 
seven patents for the purification of gas. In the July following he sens 
them a list of inventions and patents of which he had possession, and re- 
marked that he should ‘be more unfortunate than any patentee has ever

he letters were some hundreds in number, most of which commenced— 
“T have this day drawn upon you.” In 1854 he writes—‘‘I am only 
sowing what will return an abundant harvest, and it is this certainty that 
makes me draw upon you without hesitation.

But even this might 
have been excusable had it not appeared that his legitimate income was 
but 502. a year, the bankrupts well knowing that fact. His incumbency 
(Rothwell) was of the value of 150/. a year, out of which on his leaving 
the country he had to pay a curate 1001.4 year. Had a fifth of this 
person’s debt been lost through speculation in a mine which proved un- 
successful, Commissioner FonsLanque would have made a long oration on 
the evils of mining, and it would be but asimilar mode of proceeding were 
he to decry banking, because since 1852 the Kettering bank proprietors 
have been squandering the money of their depositors at the rate of 8000/. 
ayear ; those depositors including no less than sixty sick clubs and benefit 
scieties, who were creditors for 8000/., and forty-eight executors and 
twelve trustees, whose claims amounted to 20,000/, It was impossible to 
conetive anything more wicked than keeping open a bank, not for the 
legitimate purposes of banking, but because it supplied the proprietors 
with capital. When, we would ask, has any one connected with mining 
been guilty of such palpable fraud ; and where has so large an amount of 
misery been caused by speculating in mining shares as has been caused 
by depositing in the old established Kettering Bank ?

PURIFICATION OF IRON ORES. 
Mr. Bessemer appears again in the field as a patentee, in connection with 
the production of iron. The specification ofa patent for a method of purify- 
ing iron ores has just been issued to the public, and was probably directed 
towards remedying the defects of his method for converting pig-iron into 
malleable iron. As regards the separation of sulphur and phosphorus, it 
was rumoured some time since that considerable expectations were enter- 
tained as to the efticacy of this method of puritication of iron ores; but since 
the patent has not been proceeded with, it may be inferred that these ex- 
pectations have not been realised, or that the invention is not novel. ‘This 
invention relates in the first part to the roasting or calcination of iron ores 
by the direct action of superheated steam, or other highly heated gaseous 
substances, in close vessels or chambers, the ore being kept out of contact 
with fuel. In carrying out this operation, the iron ore is to be either 
charged in successive portions into the closed vessel, and removed after it 
nas been sufliciently acted on, or it may be continuously passed through 
the vessel or chamber. This vessel may also be made to rotate on an axis, 
80 as to equalise more fully the temperature of the charge, and the degree 
of chemical action upon it. But in whatever manner the operation is con- 
ducted, superheated steam is introduced at a very high temperature, and, 
by preference, under a great pressure. ‘The ingress and egress of the super-

THE IRON axp METAL TRADES or STAFFORDSHIRE. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT AT WOLVERHAMPTON. ]

ing operation hot-blast may be used, either alone or mixed with the super- 

heated steam. The hot air or superheated steam may also be passed over 

or through coal, or other carbonaceous material, before entering the roast- 

ing chamber, in case the ore to be roasted and purified should require the 

presence of carbonaceous gases for the separation of its impurities. The 

heated products escaping from the roasting chamber are to be passed through 

any suitable apparatus, so that their heat may not be lost, but rendered 

available fur other purposes. In this roasting operation chloride of lime, 

or chloride of sodium, chlorine gas, or the materials for the production of 
chlorine, may be put into the roasting chamber; or the gas, as well as 
any other gaseous or solid substance that may be beneficial, may be sup- 
plied through pipes, or in any other convenient manner. In some cases a 
condenser may be employed in connection with the roasting chamber, so as 
to produce a partial vacuum within the latter, and thereby to facilitate the 
liberation of gaseous substances from and among the ore, or to economise 
any costly chemical agent that it may be desirable to employ. The second 
part of this invention relates to the use of chloride of sodium, &c., in the 
sinelting of iron ores that have been roasted, as above described. It con- 
sists in saturating the roasted ore witha solution of chloride of sodium, or 
a solution containing chloride of lime, potash, or other alkaline salt, and 
then smelting the ore in the usual manner with desulphurised coke or coal, 
As regards the use of steam in roasting iron ores, and the use of chloride 
of sodium in smelting such ores, the above invention does not present any 
considerable novelty. Steam has long been employed in roasting iron ores 
on the Continent, in Germany, in Sweden, and in Russia; and although the 
accessible accounts of the way in which the operation is conducted, and the 
precise nature of the ores operated upon, are remarkably meagre, it is 
stated that the results obtained are highly beneficial. From what is known, 
however, of the ores smelted in the localities above mentioned, it may be 
conjectured with some degree of probability that purification from sulphur is 
the chief thing to be effected. As this substance, in the state of iron pyrites, 
is very frequently associated with the richer kinds of ores, like the spathose 
carbonate, the application of steam in the roasting would be advantageous. 
‘| But as regards phosphorus, there is not much reason for anticipating a cor- 
responding advantage, so far as the case may be judged of on chemical 
grounds. There are indeed statements made, on apparently good authority, 
that the ores from which the fine kinds of iron imported into this country 
from Sweden and Russia for making steel contain not only sulphur as iron 
»yrites, but also a considerable amouut of phosphorus. It is quite certain, 
Cosives that this iron does not contain phosphorus, and if the above-men- 
tioned statements can be relied upon, it is evident that the iron smelters of 
those countries must, either knowingly or unknowingly, have some means 
of separating the phosphorus from the ore before it is smelted, of prevent- 
ing it from passing into the pig metal during the smelting, or of separating 
it from the metal during its conversion into the malleable state. It is pro- 
bable that there may be some means of effecting the separation of phos- 
phorus, dependent upon peculiar modes of working, to which sufticient at- 
tention has not been directed: and this is rendered still more probable from

REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT] 

May 27.—We have little that is new or important to report respecting 
the Coal Trade here. Although the trade has not yet assumed a very 
active appearance, still a considerable amount of business is being done, 
and we scarcely hear so many complaints as formerly. It will be seen 
that an important new colliery is projected in the Blyth district, already 
so remarkable for large steam coal collieries. We noticed last week the 
tact that the North Seaton Colliery Company had invited tenders for 
sinking two shafts, supplying engines, &c. It will be seen at a glance 
that the project is one of some magnitude. By two shafts of the size 
named (15} ft.) a very large quantity of coal can be raised. We may 
give as an instance of the quantity raised, that at the Seaton Bun Col- 
liery, on one day la-t week, the quantity drawn from one shaft alone, in 
twelve hours, was seventy scores, at eight tons per score, or 560 tons; and 
it, must be recollected that this is nearly all large coal, the small coal 
being left underground. This is by no means an extreme case, as many 
pits in the district raise a much larger quantity. : 

We observe that it appears to be assumed by our South Wales friends 
that the question as to whether the Hartley or Welsh steam coals are 
superior is virtually settled in favour of the latter. We confess we can- 
not see good grounds for this conclusion at present. The fact of the 
Welsh coal masters having received large orders from the Admiralty 
scarcely amounts to so much as that. We must bear in mind that the 
Welsh ports are more convenient for the shipment of coals to the places 
where they are required; this will have some influence with them. But 
we may expect that the improvement of the north-eastern ports, the 
formation of docks, &c., will have some tendency to improve our position 
in that respect. At any rate, the northern coal proprietors will scarcely 
consider the question settled as yet; and in this state the matter stands 
at present. We may fairly assume that the best Hartley coal is at least 
equal, if not superior, to the Welsh coal; so that it must certainly be ex- 
pected that we shall get a fair share of the orders of the Government. 

The subject of the Border Counties, North British, and Caledonian Rail- 
way scheme continues, as we anticipated, to attract much attention. It 
will not be allowed to sleep. An aggregate meeting was held yesterday 
of the local committee, appointed by the towns of south and central 
Scotland, and the north of England, at the Royal Hotel, Princes-street, 
Edinburgh. When it was unanimously resolved to call public meetings 
and send petitions from such towns as have not already done so to the House 
of Commons, praying that the bills of this railway be recommitted. It is 
also resolved to send petitions to the House of Lords on the same subject.

May 27.—The Iron Trade has not undergone any material change during 
the week. The demand for the home trade has rather improved. 
The Coal Trade is very dull, and prices are but irregularly maintained. 
No visible alteration has taken place in the West Yorkshire district since 
our last report. The strikes at the West Riding, Allerton Main, and Rock 
Collierres continue; both masters and men are holding out firmly, although 
it is said that the latter are exhibiting signs of disappointment at the length of time 
which the struggle is being prolonged. Notwithstanding this, it is stated that one or 
more collieries are to be singled out in the district, for the purpose of further resisting 
the reduction in wages, and that the men in the Barnsley district have promised to con- 
tribute 200/, a week towards the support of the men on strike. It is also asserted that 
if this is done, the Barnsiey cpal owners intend to assist, pecuniarily, the West Yorkshire 
voal owners. Phe restrictive principle is venerally alopted here, and appears tu be very 
faithfully observed. The Barnsley district will, however, be more affected by its intro- 
duction, for it will be impossible tor the usual quantity of coal to be drawn up there in 
five or six hours a day, even if it could be got. At most of the places where the men 
have struck new hands have been engaged, and they, along with the top men, who vo- 
lunteered to co into the pits, are busy at work. Some are paid by piece and others by 
the dozen. From 30 to 40 men are working at the Allerton Main Colliery. There have 
been one or two attempts at intimidation, but they are the exception. .

The manufacture of steel from the magnetic iron ores of South Carolina 
(U.S ) is about to be undertaken by a French company, on what is stated will be a large 
seale. An American mining Mr. Charles Upham Shephard, has reported upon 
the mines conceded to th the State, to the effect that they are richer in mine- 
rals than auy other minesin South Carolina. These minerals he divides into three classes 
—Ist, magnetic ores, which exist in great quantities. and, according to experiments made 
here at the Mining School, yields 72 per cent. of metallic iron; 24, hematite ores of 
nearly equal richness, and also existing in great abundance; and, lastly, I< monite ores, 
which are the less abundant, and the poorest at the same time, yielding no more than 
55 per cent. of metallic iron. In the report of Mr. Jones—who, according to the French 
papers, is an English engineer of great merit, and who was employed by the Sheffeid 
Manufacturers to study the question—pig-iron may be produced from the South Carolina 
magnetic ores at 75°58 frs. a ton; nuddled iron at 11172 frs.aton; bar iron at 152-27 frs. 
@ ton, and delivered in Havre or Liverpool at 214°77 frs. the ton. The promoters of the 
scheme contrast these figures with the cost of Swedish iron at Havre, set down at from 
5) frs. to 700 frs. per ton, and, calculating upon the sale of 6000 tons a year, may exhibit 
before the eves of shareholders the contingency of profits, estimated to amount to be- 
tween 60,000/. to 80,0001. per annum ; that is to say, a profitof from 10 to 15 per cent.

The useful application of tar and fatty bodies to the production of gas for 
lighting purposes, is a problem which M. Droinet purposes to solve in the following 
manner :—He takes either tar, bitumen, or any of empyreumatic oils, resinous, or fatty 
borlies, and mixes with one or other of these substances wood ashes, turf ashes, or saw- 
dust, in sufficient quantities to form a thick paste, which is afterwards moulded into 
bricks, dried, and distilled in retorts, as in the usual practice of gas making. If the fatty 
or other body operated upon does not contain a sufficient proportion of watery particles, 
the ashes are moistened with from 2 to 3 per cent., according to the state of the surround- 
ing atmosphere. Instead of wood or turf ashes, potass, lime, and the hydrochlorates and 
their compounds may be employed. 
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Nicke axp Irox.—At the Manchester Literary and Philosophical So- 
€ ety, a paper was read by W. Fairbairn, F.R.S., &c., president,““On Experiments to lke 
termine the Strength of some Alloys of Nickel and Iron, similar in composition to Metevric 
fron.” The object of the experiments wus to ascertain whether an infusion of 214 per 
cent. of nickel, the proportion found by analysis in meteoric iron, would increase the 
tenacity of cast-iron. Contrary to expectation, it was found that cast-iron, when mixed 
with the precise quantity of nickel indicated by the analysis of meteoric iron, lost consi- 
derably in point of strength instead of gaining by it. Hopes were entertained that in- 
creased toughness and ductility would be the result of this mixture; but the experiments

Another 
variety is gilbertite ; the hardness is J°7 ; specific gravity, 6°48 ; itis a hydrous mineral, 
its chemical composition being silica, 45°15; alumina, 40°11; iron, 2°48 ; manganese, 1°90; 
lime, 4°17; water, 4°25. Mica often occurs in the granitic rocks near tin-stone, and has 
been observed in the deposits of that mineral in the old workings in Spain and Portugal, 
some peculiar species of this being a favourable indication of the proximity of the more 
valuable mineral. The colour varies greatly ; itis generally a dark green or brownJand 
it is occasionally transparent aml opake. The localities were it is found are Siberia, 
Arendal, in Norway, Cornwall, Mount St. Gothard, Zinuwaild,in Behemia, and Horlberg 
in Bavaria. Rubellite, or rubellane, is so called from its red colour: this exfolites before 
the blow-pipe. A variety of this mineral hes been found in St. Helena; it is likewise 
met with associated with augite, in the Mittelgeberge, of Bohemia. Some mineralogists 
are of opinion that this is only a mica which has been altered by heat. Many of the va- 
rities of mica were mistaken for silver and gold, and instances had occurred of persons 
bringing with them bags of this worthless stuff, imayining from its lustre that it was the 
precious metal. He remembered a celebrated missionary, who was out in China, having 
told him that at one period of his life he might have got very rich, for he had eaten some 
oysters the shells of which were incrusted with gold dust; the probability being that 
these shells had been near some micaceous rock in a state of decomposition. He would 
next refer to the lapidolites, which contained lithia, and gave out, before the biow-pipe, 
a red and purple hue. Varieties of this were found in Maine, in the United States, and 
at Kozan, in Moravia. The lithia in these instances varies from 2 to 5 per cent., and the 
fluorine from 5 to 8. They would now come to the species approaching the felspar: of 
this, one of the most prominent minerals was leucite, so called from its white colour, 
though it might mere properly be denominated ash-grey; it erystallises in the cubic 
fourm; its hardness is about 6; specific gravity, 2°4; has a vitreous lustre, tending towards 
the resinous; is peculiar in the history of chemical discovery, as in it Klaproth first ob- 
served the presence of potash; it plays an important part in several of the modern lavas ; 
it is found extensively diffused at Vesuvius, Monte Souma, and at Anderack, on the 
Rhine. It has never been discovered in our own country. Nepheline, or oil stone, is ge- 
nerally colourless, Next comes the telspar; it would be of no utility togo through thedif- 
It 
erystallises in the oblique system; hardness, 6; specific gravity, * The adularia, or 
moon stone, is semi-transparent, or translucent, and exhibits, when cut or polished, a 
bluish or greenish white, chatuyant reflection. The sunstone is the same, having ex- 
ceedingly minute scales of mica interspersed throughout its uass, which being disposed 
in a parallel position, reflect a coppery tint. Crystals of felspar, even to # foot in thick- 
ness, have b vered in North America: it is also found incavities of granitic rocks 
at Mount St. Gothard, and in the Tyrolese Alps, [ce spar, so called from its resemblance 
t» ice, both externally and in brittleness, is a rare mineral, and oecurs at Monte Somma, 
associated with nepheline, mica, mefonite, and horneblende. Common felspar is mostly 
opaque, or merely translucent on the edges, presents white, yellow, blue, green, or red 
colour, and is either granulated, massive, disseminated, or crystallised. A variety of this. 
of a beautiful apple-green colour, called anazon stone, is met with in the Ural mountains, 
while the vellowish grev, of a somewhat transparent nature, denominated Murchisonite, 
is found near Dawlish, in Devonshire, and the Isle of Arran. Granite is used much for 
the purpose of piers and breakwaters, and those constructing such works should always 
look to the quality of the felspar; if this were liable to decompose, the consequences would 
be of a serious nature; on the other hand, the decomposition of telspar Was of great im- 
portance, it being the great incredient for the production of china-clay ; and the district 
round St. Austell, which in all probability would have remained a barren moor, is in full 
activity owing to the employment afforded to the population by the decomposed felspar, 
With regard to obsidian, pear!-stone, pumice, and pitch-stone it would not be necessary 
that he should detain them for any length. obsidian presents just such an appear- 
ance as the slag from a blast furnace would have if suddenly cooled; and it was believed 
that this, from its vitreous appearance, was lava which had passe! through the same 
place. The lecturer concluded by observing that the importance ot studying the different 
varieties of these minerals was not so inuch on wecount of their own intrinsic value, but 
the more useful atjuncts which they were associated with.

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DOES COAL EXIST NEAR LONDON ? 
The paper ** On the Conditions which Determine the Probability of Coal 
beneath the South-castern parts of England,” read by Mr. Godwin- Austen, 
F.R.S., before the Royal Institution of Great Britain, has again attracted 
attention to the question of the existence of coal near London at workable 
depths ; and it is to be hoped that such means will be taken for ascertain- 


ing whether or not we are to have Surrey, Kent, and Sussex coal, as will 
set the question at rest tor ever. 


The existence of coal is not denied, but geologists ge- 
nerally consider that the deposits are at such an extreme depth as to be comparatively 
valueless ; this opinion, however, although general, is not universal; and Mr. Godwin- 
Austen is amongst those who entertain the idea that a“ Blackheath Colliery Company ” 
might prove remunerative to the shareholders. 
He says that seams and traces of fossil fuel have often encouraged researches amongst 
the tertiary strata of the London basin. There are thick beds of tertiary fuel at Bovey 
in South Devon, which is about the best example in this country; there is coal belong- 
ing to the period of the chalk ; there has heen innumerable trials for coal amongst the 
fresi: water formations of the Weald of Kent, Surrey, and Sussex ; there is tolerable 
coal associated with the oolitic series of Yorkshire; but his speculations refer to the 
“true coal measures.” he period to which this coal belongs in the earth’s history is of 
very great antiquity, and the superficial extent of the carboniferous series is very great. 
Allowing fur what has been denuded and what we know is covered up, it may be cle- 
‘ribet as extending in a broad band from Berwick diagonally across the whole island 
“outh Wales, and thence across the county of Devon. The principle on which the 
existence of a bund of coul measures may be conjecturally placed along the south-east 
counties of England ts this—that like physical features have a like significance —the pre- 
ise probability of the continuity of the coal band along the south-east area is great, and 
very fresh point of agreement adds strength to that probability ; so that when these 
amount to three or four the evidence may be deemed conclusive. 
The Kentish Town artesian well passed throuch the white chalk and gault, a shingle 
band of old sedimentary and crystalline rocks, emling on micaceous eandstones at a high 
angle. Here the points of agreement with the French and Belgian sections were 
first!v, the absence of the oolitic series ; secondly, of the lower cretaceous strata; and, 
thirdly, the occurreuce of the tourtia, or shingle band, as in Flanders and northern France. 
The artesian well at Harwich found the chalk resting in old clay-slate, with cleavage 
structure, and micaccous sandstones; and, from the presence of a Posidonia, may be re- 
ferred to the culm series of the Rhenish provinces, or of Devonshire. In this instance 
there is a perfect agreement with the condition of surfaces, which extend north from the 
Belgian coal-hand. By the help of these points we can trace the arrangement of the old 
rocks heneath our south-east counties. The limiting boundary of the volitic series, and 
of the lower green sand, lies south of London. The coal trough conforms to the valley 
of the Thames and Kennet ; older rocks still, such as those of the Belgian series, rise to the 
north ; beyond which, at the distance of Harwich, the coal series is again brought in. 
The existence of coal bencath Blackheath is, therefore, not so great an improbability as 
was once supposed, nor, in the absence of the whole series of secondary formations from 
the white chalk downward, is its depth probably very great. 
Although the raising of cual in the south-east counties would be of immense importance, 
the apathy of the public has hitherto prevented any practical trials being made to ascer- 
tain how fur the opinions of those who believe in the practicability of raising coal near 
London are correct. In 1851 a company wus projected for fully ascertaining the exist- 
ence, or otherwise, of coal, under the auspices of Messrs. Wm. Prosser, R. Todd, Wim. 
Wright, and John Bartlett, and called the West Surrey Collieries Company. It was pro- 
posed to work the Goose Rye Farm estate, at Worpleston, near which the search had 
been commenced, with results strikingly corroborative of the records of Aubrey, Camden, 
aud Evelyn. We believe the company was never fully constituted, nor in active opera- 
tion; but as Mr. ¢;. J. Soper (now well known as secretary to several existing mining 
companies) was appointed secretary, he could probably throw much light upon the sub- 
ject. In 1857, samples from the strata and well springs of “ Sutton Manor” were ob- 
tained, and analysed with satisfactory results, and leases for the entierty of that manor, 
comprising united properties of more than 2000 acres in extent, without the least seve- 
rance, have been secured at a royalty of 1-20th, for fitty years, with power of renewal 
on the same terms, so that in the event of the success of the trial there will be ample 
room for sinking pits commensurate with the importance of the discovery, and the enor- 
mous demand which will necessarily ensue for the coal. It was proposed by afew gen- 
tlemen, desirous of supporting Mr. Neal in his views and operations, to raise the sum of 
1000/., in 40 shares of 25/7. each, that the boring may be prosecuted with vigour and ex- 
pedition. The estimate, however, was that an expenditure of from 500/. to 6007, would 
solve the all-important problem of metropolitan coal production ; but as it was desirable 
that no delay should oecur for want of funds, it was thought best to secure the larger 
sum to meet all possible contingencies. In consideration of such subscriptions, and in 
the event of coal being found to warrant the formation of acompany or other association 
for working the coal, the leaseholders guaranteed to the parties subscribing the L000/., 
the return of each subscription in cash, or an equivalent of twice the amount in free 
hares, this to be optional with the subscribers, and, in addition thereto, one “ free’ 
preference share of the value of 100/. for each and every. 251. so subscribed and paid, se- 
cured by Debenture Bond, and bearing a guarantced minimum interest of 6 per cent. per 
annum fur the term of the lease, which may continue for 100 years. Even the 1000/, 
could not be obtained, and the question still remains open. It is to be hoped that the 
improved condition of financial affairs will not only induce a similar proposition to be 
again made, but that it will meet with every success.

Oxsratnsine Mortive-Power.—Mr. Cavalerie, Paris, provisionally spe- 
cified an invention, which consists in the employment of compressed air in combination 
with water, used as a resisting mediuni, for obtaining motive-power, and in the apparatus 
connected therewith. The apparatus or engine is composed of a chamber or receiver, in 
which the air is compressed by means of a pump. This receiver is placed in connection 
with an air cylinder furnished with a piston, by means of a pipe, to which a stop-cock is 
fitted. The rod of the piston of the air cylinder ia fitted to another piston-working in a 
cylinder containing water, and having a forked pipe fitted with stop-cocks. One.end of 
the forked pipe communicates with the compressed air receiver, provided with a satety- 
valve. For locomotive purposes another similar arrangement of pistons and cylinders 
may also be used, the whole being fitted to a frame running upon wheels. Upon moving 
the engine along the rail by manual or horse-power, a crank on the axle works the pump, 
and thus charges the air chamber with compressed air. The stop-cocks of the forked pipe 
in connection with the water cylinder being successively opened, a pressure is given to 
the air cylinder piston. The piston placed at the other extremity of the of the rod is im- 
mersed in water, and, owing to the incompressibility of the liquid, it acts as a fulcrum, 
or point of resistance. In order to stop the engine, a stop-cock fitted to the air cylinder 
is opened. This motive-power may be applied to all the purposes for which steam is at 
present employed. 

Armospueric Rauway.—Mr. C. Walker, of New Lanark, provision- 
ally specified au invention which consists in the arrangement and working of railways 
of the atmospheric class with a solid tractive or propulsive pipe, in piace of the usual 
slotted or open-valved pipe. ‘The invention is especiaily intended for colliery purposes. 
The working piston travelling in the pipe is connected with the two ends, supported on 
pulleys, along the exterior, ‘The airis pumped out from one end of the tube, and the train 
drawn in a contrary direction. 

SreaM-Enainrs.—Mr. Edward Humphrys, of Deptford, to prevent the 
steam trom escaping at the stufing-boxes and joints, and to inaintain the temperature 
of the parts in which steain is employed, proposes that the cylinders, with their covers, 
bottoms, stuffiny-boxes, valve-boxes, and supply pipes, should all be enclosed in a steam- 
tight case, having suitable stuffing-boxes for the passage of the rods connected with 
the piston, with the slide valves, and other valve rods. The case is to be kept supplied 
with steam of higher pressure than the vapour in the engines, by which leakage of vapour 
will be prevented, and the temperature of the parts maintained, 


Improvep GOVERNOR.—An ingenious description of regulator for steam- 
engines has just been patented by Mr. G. H. Smith, of Norfolk-street, Strand. ‘The im- 
provement consists in the employment of the power of vanes, so applied as to assume a 
position parallel, or more nearly parallel, to the plane of the direction of their motion 
when caused to revolve. The vanes are connected with a rotary shaft by a boss, free to 
slide up and down the shaft for the purposing of governing or regulating the speed of the 
steam-engine, when the shaft is made to rotate beyond a given velocity. The lower 
ends of the vanes are tree, and at the upper ends they are connected through arms or 
levers moving upon joints to an adjusting collar, by altering the position of which collar 
on the shaft, the velocity at which the shatt may rotate without causing the vanes 
through their connections to act upon the valve, break, or regulator, is determined. 


Sream-HamMers.—An extremely simple form of steam-hammer has 
been-provisionally specified by Mr. J. Eastwood, of Derby. It consists of an ordinary 
steam cylinder with a hammer head, working between standards, and affixed to the end 
of the piston-rod. The steam is admitted and cut off from the cylinder by means of smatl 
projections on the hammer head. The speed, &c.,is regulated by a small toothed wheel. 


Eartuworks.—Messrs. Soulli¢ and Vigneau’s railway apparatus for 
embankment works, lately patented in this country as a communication to Mr. Henry, 
patent avent, Fleet-street, has met with success in France. This contrivance consists of 
a short curved line of rails, fixed on a fraine, which may be shifted bodily as the works 
proceed, and so placed as to connect an up with adown line, The laden wagons, mounted 
on suitable wheels, are run on the up line to this curved way, to a point at which they 
discharve their contents, and are run round to the down line to be refilled, requiring 
neither turn-tables norcross lines. The wagons are formed with detached bodies, ranning 
on transverse rails on the truck, and tilt laterally, opening at the sides by swing doors, 

Smoke Prevention.—Mr. R. Clark, of Glasgow, provisionally specified 
an improvement in furnaces, the object being to prevent smoke. A furnace is provided 
at each end of the boiler, and fresh coal is supplied to them alternately. Their flues are 
so fitted with dampers that the gaseous currents may be diverted to follow alternated 
courses, as may be desired. 

TeLecrapiuic Conpucrors.—Mr. Henry, patent agent, Fleet-street, 
has just specified, on behalf of an American, some important improvements in protecting 
telegraphic wires. It is proposed to cover the wire, enclosed in its insulating coating of 
gutta percha or india rubber, with an exterior protective casing of lead or other ductile 
metal, applied by a process in which the calorie from the hot metai is intercepted, and 
prevented from reaching and destroying the gum coating, by a current of fluid interposed 
between the metal and guin as they are moving towards adie where they are to be united, 
by the time of reaching which a proper relative temperature is secured between them. The 
apparatus preferred consists of a combination of tubes, with a die and hydraulic press, 

Tue TRANSATLANTIC TrELEGRAPH.—A new application of the electric 
current to the transmission and receiving of signals upon long circuits has been preposed 
by Mr. N. J. Holmes, of Glasgow, who has offered the invention to the Atlantic Tele- 
graph Company, believing that it will be found of immense value in the perfecting of the 
working system of the Atlantic cable. As at present applied the instrument cannot be 
worked through long circuits without the intervention of secondary currents, a system 
which cannot be applied to the Atlantic cable, except at the terminal ends, It is also 
well known that the principle and construction of the present instruments require, over 
lony circuits, a very considerable amount of current both in quantity and intensity, and 
that the effect arising from this enormous power is a tendency to produce an induced cur- 
rent in such wires as lie in close proximity, causing great confusion and deterioration in 
the individuality of the signals. By Mr. Holmes’s invention these defects are overcome ; 
the new system having many advantages over that hitherto in use, it is capable of being 
worked over very long circuits by the direct action of the current without the interven- 
tion of the relays or secondary circuits. The amount of battery power requisite to trans- 
mit signals on long or short circuits is likewise reduced by one-half or more, both from 
the capabilities of the invention and the absence of secondary power; the insulation of 
the line and underground wires being necessarily very imperfect, from local and other 
causes, The large amount of battery power has a tendency to impair the individuality 
of tiie signals; by the reduction of the power this defect is overcome, and signals can be 
transmitted through badly insulated wires with far less apparent error, The invention 
is applicable to each of the existing systems of telegraphs, and can be introduced with 
comparatively little outlay. Mr. Holmes’s name is already well known in this branch 
of science by his former connection with the Electric Telegraph Company, aud his im- 
provements in 1847, for which he was awarded, at the hands of H.R.H. the Prince Consort, 
the large gold medal. 

ArtiFiciaL Icr.—An apparatus for the purpose of the production of ice 
by artificial means has been lately exhibited by Mr. James Harrison, the patentee, at 
No. 4, Red Lion-square, Holborn. The invention consists partly in the application ot a 
vessel similar to a tubular boiler, but Liaving the tubes placed more closely together, for 
the purpose of refrigerating, by means of the evaporation of volatile liquids in vacuo, 
The process which we have seen consists in the continued evaporation and conden- 
sation of a small quantity of ether, in such a manner that none of the material is

One great advantage this process has, the sole expense is merely 
the maintenance of the motive power by steam-engine or otherwise. An engine of ten- 
horse power will produce 5 tons of ice per day, so that for every ton of coals consumed, 
| from § to 10 tons of ice will be produced. The expense, including interest on capital, 
| will be somewhat under 10s. per ton. The manufacture of ice, by Mr. Harrison’s me- 
| thod, both regarded scientifically and sanitary, is of great interest: the ice produced is 

clean, and from the large quantities which have already been made the practical utility 
| of the invention has been thoroughly tested. The present price of ice varies from 2/, 
| to 7/7. per ton, and the great profit that must be derived from the adoption ot the simple 
| process of Mr. Harrison will be seen by comparing the cost of production with the 
| amount to be realised by the sale of an article of such universal consumption. Con- 
siderable sensation has been created among brewers from the expectation that the inven- 
tion will be found applicable to the cooling of worts, the difficulty which has hereto- 
fore been experienced, having caused many of the larger establishments to stop opera- 
tions during the summer mouths. There can be no question but that the manufacture 
of ice is of great importance, more especially when it can be obtained pure, as in the pre- 
sent instance, Refrigerators can be made to any size, the great expense, in the first in- 
stance, being the machinery, the cost afterwards is principally the fuel employed. The 
ideas of Mr, Harrison are not merely theoretical, but are practical, as the large quanti- 
ties of ice, to the amvunt of several tons, which he has: made under great disadvantages, 
must prove to the most sceptical the feasibility of the invention. 


Sream Carriaces on Common Roaps.—By direction of the War De- 
partment, a series of experiments have been carried out, in order to test the efliciency of 
Bray’s adjusting tooth-traction-wheel steam carriage, for the purposes of locomotion on 
common roads, and for the conveyance of heavy loads, The experiments were witnessed 
by Captain Boxer, Colonels Pickering, Abbot, Tulloh, J, Anderson, and other members 
of the Ordnance Select Committee, when the results proved the superiority of the invention 
| as compared with the various descriptions of traction carriages previously tried for Go- 
vernment service. ‘The carriage was loaded with three 68-pounder guns, ot a total weight 

of 20 ewts., and steamed away trom tiie Royal Arsenal, past the Royal Artillery Barrac ks, 
with the utmost ease, although this portion of the journey was a considerable incline. 
The route was continued across Woolwich Common, aud down the New-road to the Ar- 
senal, at an average speed of 244 miles per hour. The machinery is served by one of 
Baron's cut service boilers (Hluhes, New Cross); the consumption of fuel being 4% ewt. of 
oven coke per hour, The engine is of 8-lhouse power, and by the application, when ne- 
cessary, of an instrament termed a tooth to the wheels the vehicle will steam over soft 
growl without sinking,an advantage peculiar to this invention, and which is essential, 
should the carriages be used, as stated, fur the removal of heavy guns on the Arsenal 
marshes. Col. Sir F. Abbott, of Addiscombe, attended on behalf ot the East India Board, 
and various agriculturists from Wateringbury and Maidstone, were likewise present. 

















Roman Tron-makine Remains.—A short time since some excavators 
were at work near Parkend, in digging the foundation for a row of cottages at the works 
of the Forest of Dean tron Company, when they found 13 old blooms of charcoal iron of 
very excelleut quality, and about 4 cwt. each. This is another proof of the ancient and 
continued iron-making and mining operations which have prevailed in the district, and 








Wurrsy.—The ironstone trade in this district is a little more animated 
than it has been during the winter season, as the shipments from the ironworks along 
the beach have now become pretty general. The heavy surf that generally breaks upon 
the beach during winter prevcuts the vessels approaching, excepting a few cargoes may 
occasionally be got away ; besides, most of the vessels are insured in clubs the rules of 
which prohibit them jouding at these works during the winter months. The weneral 
custom is to store up the stone they raise during the winter until summer, when they 
seldom fail to clear themselves out of stock before the shipping season ends. At Palmer 
and Co.'s ironworks there is a great number of hands employed, and as their works are 
fitted up on the best principles they are enabled to do the greatest amount of business. 
Their works are situated in a sheltered bay, much protected from the sea winds, and to 
make them still more secure they have on the north side run oul a strong stone pier, and 
to meet this from the south side is put out a sirong piled jetty, made solid and water- 
tight by filling the middie of the piles with clay and stone, and these form a fine commo- 
dious harbour, in which vessels can remain quite secure during stormy weather, and 
load afloat from the south jetty when the weather is fine. Erected above the jetty ou 
the south side is another considerably above it, where they have made a deposit for the 
stone, in which they keep 200 or 390 tons always ready to load large vessels and their own 
large screw steamers which ply tothe south with coal from the North, and take in the iron- 
stone on their return, The detention for the screws ig very little, us they have only to 
run into the harbour under the deposit when the tide is up, and they are quickly loaded, 
and proceed on their way the same tide. Seymour and Co.'s works, which are close ad- 
joining to Palmer and Co.’s, ship their stone into vessels afloat from a jetty projected into 
the sea, and although their works are not so extensive as Palmer's, and have not the same 
fucilities for shipping, yet Seymour and Co. have hitherto shipped more stone in the year 
since their commencement than any other company along the coast. It is about seven 
years ago since these works were opened out, and they have never been suspended for a 
single week since their commencement, as their stone is of good quality, and has always 
maintained its position well in the market, and gained the confidence of ail the iron- 
masters in the North who have given it afair trial. The works are under the manage- 
ment of Mr. Seymour, one of the proprietors, and the economical way in which they are 
worked inall their departments, and the regularity with which they are conducted, re- 
fiect upon him great credit. The Victoria Iron and Cement Company have been very 
quiet since their works were destroyed. It was intended by them to work the stone 
and vend it to the North, but bLitherto no steps have been taken to carry out that re- 
solution, and the directors appear to be at a loss to know what course to pursue for the 
best. The Eskdale Lronstone Company ts shipping away stone from their works, which 
are situate about two miles north of Whitby. Vessels are loaded afloat from a jetty pro- 
jected into the sea,and the wagons, which hold a ton, rundown an incline on the jetty 
npon which the men ride and regulate their speed with a break, and by this method they 
load nearly 60 tons an hour. ‘The shipments of stone from the harbour are not made so 
freely as during winter, as many of the vessels are employed in the beaching trade, and 
freights are generally trom 6d. to 1s. per ton more than trom the harbour, but there are 
several vessels, however, that cannot load at the beach, and those that do have frequently 
to take cargoes from the harbour when they are put in by bad weather, so that the trade 
from the harbour, although less freight, always comes in for its share of vessels. The 
works at Sleight’s Bridge, belonging to the Eskdale Ironstone Company, a8 well as those 
at Grosmont, belonging to Mrs. Clark, and the Whitby Ironstone Company's works 
are in full operation, and their usual number of hands employed.—Considerable animation 
is manifested among speculators at present to form companies for the erection of blast 
furnaces. The JULIAN Park IRoN Company (limited) have issued their prospectus to 
form a company to erect furnaces, the capital 25,0007., which they propose raising by 
1000 shares of 25/. each, the present proprietors reserving to themselves 200 paid up shares 
for the amount of capital they have invested in opening out the works, and the remain- 
ing 800 they offer to the public, several of which have already been bought up. This com- 
pany show by facts which they have published in their prospectus that the profit they 
expect to realise will be about 50 percent., and state that they have no hesitation in say- 
ing that it may even reach 80 percent. The IBuRNDALE IRON ComPANY (limited) have 
also issued their prospectus, capital 30,000/., which they propose raising by 1200 shares 
of 251, each. They have already purchased property for the site of the furnaces, &c., 
and leased extensive royalties in Iburndale. This valley runs between two and three 
niles north and south, and nearly at right angles tothe Vale of Esk, is rich and productive 
lund for agricultural purposes, and is highly cultivated. In the lower part, where the fur- 
naces are intended to be erected, all the different bands of ironstone crop out to the day, 
which may be advantageously worked. The stone is of good quality, and in such abun- 
dance that it may be said to be almost inexhaustible, besides an abundance of excellent 
freestone, suitable for all building purposes, and the Roman cement, which is necessary 
in buildings where great strength and durability is required. In the high part of the 
valley there are extensive plautations, where timber for the mine and all building pur- 
poses may be obtained at- a small expense. Iburndale Valley is well adapted for the 
erection of blast furnaces, as a great number of the necessary materials are at hand ; be- 
sides the North-Eastern Railway crosses the lower part of it, close by where the land is 
purchased for the sites, »o that every requisite can be conveyed to them with the greatest 
facility. Considering the great advantages held out to erecting furnaces in Iburndale, 
and the Vale of Esk, one can hardly suppose that these companies will experience much 
difficulty in raising the capital required, as specuiators will not be wanting in freely 
coming turward with their money almost to any amount when facts can be brought fur- 
ward to prove the realisation of such large profits. 





CarpirF, GLAMORGANSHIRE, May 26.—Since I last wrote you on the 
Lanharry lron Mine, found by Mr, Plant, a report has been about respecting a further 
discovery, but, on visiting the place this week, I find it nothing more than a continua- 
tion of that before alluded to in my report ; it has just been laid bare by blasting about 
2 ft. thick of rock off the top of the iron mine, It is a singular fact that this very valu- 
able mine, which has been worked a little, as I suppose, by the Romans, should have re- 
inained so long unknown; it is of the richest quality and of ready access. 1 had a con- 
versation with a person I found at the mine, who told me it could be put into carts at 
Is. per ton.
